First Day 


Convention called to order by Charles S. Loy, Grand Chancellor; Grand 
Lodge Rank conferred. 


Journal of last convention approved; reports of officers submitted ; proposed 
amendments to statutes and numerous resolutions and other documents 
introduced and referred to committees. 


Messages of greeting read from Supreme Chancellor Crouch, Past Grand 
Chancellor Darnell, Major-General Tuggle of the Uniform Rank, Supreme 
Minister of Records McFarland of Princes of Syracuse. 


Deposited floral wreath at World War Memorial in honor of soldier dead 
of the Order. 


Grand Lodge officers and representatives visited the Pythian Home at 
Lafayette in the afternoon, going by special train over the Big Four. 
Marched to Union Station at Indianapolis and through streets of Lafayette. 


Memorial service held at the Pythian Home for deceased residents of the 
Home and deceased members of the Order throughout. the state. 


No evening session held. 
Second Day 


Held election of officers, advancing line officers, electing Joe W. Todd 
of Hammond as Grand Outer Guard; Re-electing Grand Keeper of Records 


and Seal Mitchell, Grand Master of Exchequer Kammerer, and Grand 
Trustee Crooker. 


Passed amendments to Grand Lodge Statutes—Eliminating committee on 
Insurance Department from the list of Grand Lodge Committees; abolishing 
the position of Lodge Deputy and substituting an Installing officer; adding 
to the definition of good standing, a provision that: the member's dues must 
be paid in full; making a slight change in the method of balloting on 
applications for reinstatement; authorizing appropriation for Orphans’ 


_ Maintenance in the event legislation is enacted by the Pythian Sisters: 


providing for the payment by subordinate lodges of expenses of investigating 
Pythian Home applicants outside the state. 


Adopted resolutions inviting Grand Temple Pythian Sisters to meet on 
the same days as Grand Lodge; endorsing the nationwide observance of 
the two hundredth anniversary of the birth of George Washington in 1932; 
urging all Knights of Pythias to use Indiana products and patronize Indiana 
industries; endorsing proposed nationwide Pythian rally to be held in 
Cincinnati, Ohio, in August, 1931, in conjunction with the D. O. K. K. 
convention. 
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Adopted report and resolution of special committee of 15 relative to the . 
findings of the Grand Lodge Committee on Finance on the subject of 
delinquent reports and illegal suspensions; directed the Committee on 
Judiciary, Committee on Subordinate Lodge By-Laws, incoming Grand 
Chancellor and Grand Keeper of Records and Seak to investigate the 
codifying and reprinting of Grand Lodge Statutes, reporting at next 
convention. 


Enjoyed brief but eloquent address of Senator James E. Watson, P. S. R. 


Received visit and heard fine addresses from Grand Chief and other officers 
of the Pythian Sisters; witnessed unveiling of handsome painting on stage 
by Past Supreme Chief Elizabeth J. Hutchinson of Portland, Maine. 
Painting presented to Supreme Temple Pythian Sisters and by them placed 
in custody of Indiana Knights and Pythian Sisters. 


Heard and approved reports from standing committees and took necessary 
action on all documents. 


Adopted appropriation budget for 1930-1931 totalling $35,380.00; fixed 
per capita tax at $1.80 per year, payable semi-annually. 


Confirmed reappointment of Grand Tribune Wm. P. Endicott. 


Installation of officers conducted by Past Grand Chancellor Samuel L. 
Trabue. 


Grand Chancellor Dunbar addressed the convention and read appointments. 


Grand Lodge closed in full form. 


Official Record of Proceedings 


Indianapolis, Ind., October 7, 19380. 


The Grand Lodge Knights of Pythias, Grand Domain of 
Indiana, met in the auditorium of the Indiana Pythian Build- 
ing at Indianapolis on the above date for the Sixty-second 
Annual Convention and was called to order by Grand Chancel- 
lor Charles S. Loy at 10:00 o’clock a.m. The Grand Lodge 
was opened in full ritualistic form in the parlors of the audi- 
torium, after which the Grand Lodge officers assumed their 
stations in the auditorium and the regular business cf the 
Grand Lodge was commenced. : 

The Grand Keeper of Records and Seal called the roll of 
Grand Lodge officers, living Past Grand Chancellors, standing 
and special committees, Supreme Representatives, Grand Trib- 
unes, Deputy Grand Chancellors and was proceeding to call 
the roll of Grand Representatives when a motion was duly 
made, seconded and carried to suspend the further calling of 
the roll inasmuch as a quorum was present.

The report of the Committee on Credentials was read by the 
Grand Keeper of Records and Seal: 


Document No. 1. . 
To the Grand Lodge Knights of Pythias, Grand Domain of Indiana: 


Brothers—Your Committee on Credentials respectfully reports that 
we have examined the credentials of representatives elected and ap- 
pointed by the respective subordinate lodges, as evidenced in the semi- 
annual reports for the term ending June 30, 1930, and find said creden- 
tials to be in proper form. We recommend the admission of said repre- 
sentatives, and that they be paid mileage and per diem for their attend- 
ance at this convention of the Grand Lodge. 

We have examined the credentials of other members claiming to be 
entitled to receive the Grand Lodge Rank by having attained the honor 
of Past Chancellor by virtue of service as Chancellor Commander for 


.one term in their respective lodges, or by election at the institution of a 


new lodge, or who have served five years as Master of Finance, Master 
of Exchequer or Keeper of Records and Seal of their subordinate lodge, 
as required by the Supreme Lodge Statutes, or who have filed Creden- 
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tials of Honor from other Grand Domains, and we find that such cre- 
dentials agree with the semi-annual reports for the terms ending De- 
cember 31, 1929, and June 30, 1930. We therefore recommend that 
such members be admitted and seated as members of this Grand Lodge.

Report of Grand Chancellor 


Swayzee, Ind., September 5, 1930. 


To the Officers and Members of the Grand Lodge Knights of Pythias, 
Grand Domain of Indiana: 


My Brothers—Last October you entrusted the leadership of your 
Order upon me as your Grand Chancellor. 

Since that time, I have earnestly endeavored to perform the duties of 
the office with every atoin of ability that I possessed, gave it freely of my 
time and energy in a sincere effort and endeavor to overthrow the fra- 
ternal lethargy so generally evidenced; to re-kindle the Pythian zeal and 
inspire the fraternal enthusiasm of our membership; to improve the 
many unsatisfactory conditions of our Order, and to interest the citizens 
of Indiana in our works and ideals. 

I had some conception of the problem, but its magnitude has grown 
upon me until I confess that I have been able to accomplish but little in 
comparison with my original aspirations. Economic conditions devel- 
oped that seriously interfered with our progress and success. 

I come to the close of my term with joy of having served a cause I 
love, mingled with regret that I could not render greater service for the | 
betterment of the Order Knights of Pythias, and submit to you the re- 
port of my official acts, hoping for your generous consideration and in- 
dulgent approval. 

My work has been a fine experience. I have formed many friend- 
ships I shall ever prize and whose respect will be lasting joy in my life. 
I know that all I did was inspired by a sincere effort. I had my heart 
set upon accomplishing a general revival of the Order Knights of Pythias 
in the Grand Domain of Indiana. My desire was ever to be your faithful 
servant and your fellow worker. I have unbounded faith in the future 
of our beloved Order. 

I look forward with ponder? that you will carry on that which is 
worthy of my plan, and that eventually you will reach the goal to which 
I aspired. The price of the service that I have rendered has been great, 
but the pleasure of working with men inspired by your ideals has amply 
repaid every effort and sacrifice. 


State of the Order. 


Notwithstanding the zealous work and faithful effort of many of our 
Pythians, this Grand Domain still shows a loss in members, disappoint- 
ing it is true, but when compared to results in the last seven years, it is 
encouraging and I hope will be an inspiration to carry on the battle to 
victory. When I came into office I found so many had seemingly 
abandoned their lodges or withdrawn their support. Others had become 
inactive, and large numbers had completely withdrawn from our fold, but 
following the opening of the state wide campaign, courage arose in the 
hearts of thousands. 

Determination to recover losses, became evident in many lodges. 
Assistance and co-operation was pledged by thousands of the Pythians 
of our state. I know many of them did all and more than they thought 
they could, and others made the honest effort with some degree of suc- 
cess, but you recall “vows are easily made and pledges soon forgotten.” 

Excellent, effective work, under present adverse conditions has been 
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productive of proof absolute that lodges can progress and continue to 
interest their members. 

You have heard nothing but constructive optimism from me in writ- 
ten or spoken word. If as much thought were given to constructive 
planning as in reciting failures and conjuring alibis, we would move 
forward splendidly. The pessimist is not only unhappy, but makes 
others miserable. 


Grand Lodge Affairs. 


The affairs of our Grand Lodge are administered with economy, its 
records carefully audited and its resources properly safeguarded in a 
businesslike manner. . 

I have insisted upon the greatest possible efficiency in every activity 
of our Order. With the changed economic conditions of our country 
greater calls can be expected upon us that are really in line with our 
duties. 

There has been complete harmony in the labors of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Indiana Pythian Home, the residents of the Home and the 
several employees. 

I call your special attention to the present condition of our Indiana 
Pythian Building. It has been well kept up; splendid improvements and 
betterments have been made, amounting to about $5,000 in order to keep 
abreast of competitive buildings.. Ten thousand dollars has been paid 
upon our indebtedness during the year. 

The Trustees and management are to be commended for their effi- 
cient operation. 

I sincerely wish that every Pythian in our Grand Domain could have 
the opportunity of participating in the administration of the several de- 
partments as I have. Then, I know, that all would discover new joys and 
would develop greater interest in our many Pythian activities. It is 
easy to reason the merit of an idea, but it requires real manly determina- 
tion and ability to accomplish worth while results. 


Deputy Grand Chancellors and Officers. 


I have had the loyal support and hearty conscientious assistance and 
services of able Deputies and other officers. Many have shown wonder- 
ful leadership producing splendid Pythian activity. 

The Order’s real benefactors are its brave men, the men who have 
the soul to dare, the willingness to work for an ideal, and to risk every- 
thing for that which they love. 

I wish to express my gratitude to each, for every act of service, to 
commend them for their self-sacrifice and I acknowledge that their co- 
chara ee has largely contributed to the fine things that have been accom- 
plished. 


District Meetings. 


We held twenty-six district meetings, and I made it a part of my 
duty to call every Pythian to arms, to outline the line of attack on gen- 
eral lethargy and enlist all in fraternal service. Some wonderful inspira- 
tional meetings were held. I confidently believe much good was thus ac- 
complished and that the foundation has been laid for state wide univer- 
sal growth. 

At these fine meetings the intermingling of thoughts for the ad- 
vancement of Pythianism worked greatly to the good of the Order. Each 
assembly was enthusiastic, and each brother present was urged to rally 
to the service of our Order by constructive processes. 


Page Rank Classes. 


__ The twenty-seven Page Rank class meetings, though generally con- 
sidered successful, to me were disappointing, for the reason that so few 
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members assumed personal responsibility for obtaining candidates, but 
relied upon the other fellow. ‘Then, too, the members were not fully 
imbued with the necessary confidence to actually try. These efforts were 
also handicapped by storms, sub-zero weather, icy roads and deep snow. 

Page Rank work was given at every meeting, but one, and after the 
wonderful meeting at Anderson, under the leadership of Deputy Grand 
_Chancellor G. L. Dalrymple, Pythians quite generally took courage and 
began earnest work. 

Ritualistic work in many lodges needs attention. However, this was 
much improved by these meetings, and now we have some wonderfully 
efficient rank teams in our Grand Domain. I believe that the zeal evi- 
denced and the enthusiasm shown at these meetings which were carried 
on into two additional series of meetings in all districts during March 
and April had a general awakening effect upon our entire membership. 

The revival of the Pythian spirit became evident, and was truly very 
encouraging to me. Lodge activity results from accomplishments of its 
members. Two or three can produce results. 

Many regional meetings were successfully held to complete the work 
and effect plans for other meetings. It had been my plan to hold a re- 
gional meeting in each region on the same day and urge every Pythian in 
the state to attend such meeting and thus see how large a number of our 
members would go to lodge on one date. However, I did not seem to be 
able to find the time to arrange for such a meeting, on account of so 
many other activities. 

The outstanding Page Rank meeting was held at Martinsville, where 
Pythianism and its activities took possession of the town and all of its 
citizens. If I did anything that was of value to the Order, the thing, I 
believe of the greatest moment was the organization of the Golden An- 
niversary Class at Martinsville, comprising a membership of all Pages 
initiated in the twentieth district. 

Under the leadership of that enthusiastic, zealous and matchless 
leader, Deputy Grand Chancellor Morse D. Stoker, and the officers of the 
class, every lodge in the district did splendid work and contributed to the 
class roll. I am sure that the future of Pythianism in this district is se- . 
cure, and that for fifty years, at least, it will carry on, led by the finest 
men in the district. A signal victory over General Lethargy! A proof 
absolute that “Alibi” is mental and not actual. 


Round-up Meetings. 


The Rodeos of Friendship were fraternal jubilee meetings, and en- 
abled our membership to express their approval of our efforts, which 
they did in a marvelous way. 

Concerts, drum corps, parades, floats, decorated cities and drama- 
tized and ritualistic work gave the opportunity for the Order to appeal 
to the children, families, friends and citizens, as well as dormant mem- 
bers. These fifteen meetings were universally acclaimed the outstanding 
fraternal achievements of the past twenty-five years. 

Pythians, accept my gratitude. I know you were all happy in your 
several achievements and successful demonstrations of Pythian zeai. 


State Wide Picnic and Reunion. 


July 20, 1930, will long be remembered in Pythian annals as our 
first state wide meeting held at our Pythian Home. Thousands came 
though the heat was terrible. The meetings of friends on the beautiful 
grounds, breaking bread between acquaintances, intimate, fraternal or 
only casual, was most pleasing. Hospitality, perfect friendships and 
radiant faces made happiness absolute take control of the day and its 
program. 

How supremely wonderful this gathering would have been had the 
weather not held away countless thousands. The enthusiasm and con- 
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fidence engendered cannot be other than beneficial. Those who enter- 
tained you gained a strong hold upon the affections of all. 

All visitors were justly proud of the Home, made each resident 
happy by hand clasp and words of cheer, went about viewing the beauty 
of the landscape, the splendor of the structures and expressed approval 
of the progress made in the three years of operation. 

I refrain from details, and close my comment by summarizing it all 
as a perfectly glorious, successful day and event. 


Legion of Knights. 


Believing that the leaders of our Order could bring about any de- 
sired worthy result, I drafted one hundred of our capable members into 
what I termed a Legion of Knights, and asked for assistance in a speci- 
fied field of endeavor. 

I commissioned them as Special Deputy Grand Chancellors, and 
many of them assumed the task assigned and performed commendable 
service, for the Order. 

Many men can do one large thing well if all work earnestly, and I 
believed conditions warranted me in calling them to the colors.

I recommend that at each session of your lodge, the Chancellor Com- 
mander read under Special Order items of interest appearing in the 
Pythian Journal, thus apprising the members assembled as to activities 
and programs, as well as Pythian news. 


A Revival? 


Did our Order advance, stand still or recede? The measure is not 
did we gain or lose members. 

The important factor is the Pythian spirit, the zeal and enthusiasm 
of the members of our several lodges. I am sure you will all concur when 
I report great improvement in our conditions, renewed determination to 
go forward, and complete confidence in ultimately recovering all lost 
ground and conquering new fields. 

I have written thousands of personal letters to those reported as 
suspended, or about to be suspended, and the responses have been most 
gratifying. The economic conditions will soon right themselves, and 
then many more reinstatements and applications will be obtained. We 
can grow even now, if we will. 

I believe that each lodge must undertake a constructive program to 
advance the welfare of the Order, to interest and influence the citizens 
of our state in the work of Pythianism. Each lodge must broaden its 
scope of activity, that each member be provided with a task, either fra- 
ternal, social or altruistic. 


The Problems of Our Order. 


After working for the betterment of our Order during the past 
year among you, I believe I have a pretty fair knowledge of the problems 
that confront our fraternity. 

We must all really work for the welfare of our Order in all of its 
fields. Forget all past discouragements, and with confidence proven 
possible by so many lodges, go forth and make your lodge a successful 
fraternal institution. Every Pythian active, every lodge working and 
every officer in his proper place. 

Remember that confidence is that feeling by which the mind embarks 
upon a task with sure hope of accomplishing the task attempted. 


Organization.

That in his report, he will show his lodge its duty, explain the ad- 
vantage and pleasures of an active year’s work, arrange for an organiza- 
tion and the perfection of a working plan, inspire confidence in the idea 
of success as the certain result of a determined effort by a working or- 
ganization. 


The Plan. 


The plan I outlined to you last October I would again recom- 
mend without qualification other than I would insist upon organization 
first and completely. 

Wherever it was put into practical operation, great growth of mem- 
a resulted, and when used intensively, interest and attendance in- 
crease 

My Brothers, while much has been accomplished, the necessity for 
See concerted effort remains, and by letting up now, grave conditions 
threaten. 


The Survey. 


I believe each lodge must make a survey, actual and careful, of all of 
its worthy members, its prospective ones and its financial and social op- 
portunities. 

Make complete reccrds of your problems and opportunities, then 
make a systematic outline of your program. Report this to your Grand 
Lodge officers and assistance will be given, I am sure. 

Enlist all of your members, aaBien definite tasks to every resident 
member. 

I am unqualifiedly opposed to suspensions, or even dropping the list- 
less or indifferent. Once a Pythian, always a Pythian. One of your 
problems is to make them patriotic Pythians. You say we have tried, 
and it can’t be done. I answer it can be done. I know you have the 
ability, if you have the willingness. 

I have succeeded in enlisting thousands, and surely you can enlist 
your friends closely associated with you. America is going through a 
change of thought. Her machine age is creating materialists, but I am 
sure noble manhood will assert itself in building a finer fraternal spirit 
in the very near future. 

Indiana Pythians own more property than any other Grand Domain. 
Our possessions create responsibilities that must have our attention and 
consideration in properly caring for them and making the best use pos- 
sible of them for the purposes intended. 

When all plans have been made, organization perfected, survey com- 
pleted, carry out a successful year’s work and complete the work you 
began, and vindicate my aspiration. May my hopes become realities. 


Seriousness of Carelessness. 


I frequently earnestly tried to impress upon your officers the ser- 
iousness of carelessness in the operation of the affairs of their lodges. I 
have hundreds of letters from all. sections of our country asking: for 
advice as to membership rights. If our officers will but assume these 
responsibilities, learn their duties, accept the leadership, carry into exe- 
cution our laws, teach our principles, then, and not until then, will our 
hopes and ideals result, our reputation be improved and our fortune 
achieved. . 


Reinstatements. 


The lodges did not generally believe it possible to reinstate its 
former members, but as time went by many learned the truth of “once a 
Pythian, always a Pythian.” Had lodges acted upon this plan, thousands 
more would have been reenlisted in our Fraternity. I hope that during 
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your coming year’s work, those lodges that did not give favorable con- 
sideration to thus strengthening our Order and hold upon the citizens of 
Indiana will reinstate every worthy former member. 

I do not concur in the prevalent idea that a member who did not pay 
his dues during the past seven years is not interested in Pythianism, and 
that we do not want an unpatriotic Pythian. Mayhap, we were some- 
what to blame, or if we knew the full truth we would not cast the stone. 


Honest Effort. 


I appealed to the Grand Lodge convention last year for their as- 
sistance by making an honest effort to replace the Order in its proper 
place and condition. Thousands responded by delivering to me their 
written pledges. Then, so many made proof that “pledges are easily 
made and soon forgotten.” But, many, very many, were true, constant 
and loyal, and made the honest effort and did yeoman service in aiding 
me to rekindle the zeal and enthusiasm of our membership. 

I called to your attention the crisis we faced and the challenge to 
Pythianism, and appealed to you for willing, conscientious work. Some 
sections responded splendidly and proved beyond argument that success 
can be attained by any lodge if it really desires to do so. 

Many accomplished their pledge with heaped and running over 
measures. How I appreciate their honest effort. I am unable to find 
language to express my gratitude. 

The man who “gets there” is the man who strikes while the iron is 
hot. The man who attempts to argue all the way will fail. Dare and 
Do does the impossible. 

Difficulties are always their worst in perspective and when the tasks 
were met squarely, victory was easy and exceeded my highest hopes.

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Pythian Home. 


At the Grand Lodge Convention in 1924, legislation was enacted . 
creating our Indiana Pythian Home. For twenty-two months, the of- 
ficers were engaged in a campaign to raise $200,000.00 which was ac- 
complished July 29, 1926. 

On October 4, 1926, the corner stone was laid, and this beautiful 
temple of Charity and Benevolence was erected and on August 10, 1927, 
the structure was dedicated, an exemplification of the practical applica- 
tions of the teachings of the Order Knights of Pythias. 

On December 1, 1927, the portals were thrown open to those en- 
titled to our ministration, and residents were admitted, that they might 
partake of the joys and happiness held out to our membership by the 
ideals taught; that the members might realize the pleasure and satis- 
faction and realization of their hopes and dreams. 

Our Pythian Friendship brings comfort and cheer to many of our 
aged brothers, their wives and widows, during their later days, thus dis- 
pelling the shadows, lifting the gloom, creating contentment of mind 
and peace of soul. 

Our hearts are thrilled with the conscious assurance that we are 
making our orphaned boys and girls happy, daily contributing to their 
preparation for the battle of life, doing a true brother’s duty in making 
worthy men and noble women of them. Their smiles are a benediction, 
their laughter is glorious music to our ears, their development brings 
keen satisfaction for our labors, their achievements will be ample com- 
pensation for our service. 

Our ritual teaches these responsibilities, our obligations bind us 
to the performance of these duties. Let us willingly and gladly “arise 
and build” true to every call of a fine Pythianism. 

The tender chords of sympathy that reach from hand to heart are 
the silver threads that interlace Pythianism with the highest conception 
of Fraternal Love. 

We must recognize that each Pythian is the guardian of the children 
entrusted to our care, and that our duty is practical as well as ideal. 
The privilege of contributing to the Home, in assisting large numbers 
of children to achieve victory in life’s battle should inspire in us greater 
interest and activity in our lodges, cheerful response to the appeals for 
assistance and co-operation. 

You have a basic investment of about $350,000.00 in your Home 
project, consisting of grounds, buildings and equipment, and the farm 
stock and supplies. This is, indeed, a most splendid plant for the 
production of health, happiness and contentment. 

I ask you to look at this property as if it were your own home, 
consider every phase of the appointments, gaze at the beautiful surround- 
ings and note the flowers, trees and general landscape. View the farm 
buildings and stock: all has been done by you for those you wish to 
make happy. Do you approve? 

If the past has not measured up to our hopes, let the failures be 
buried memories. Make the future dividends large, by rekindling the 
fires of good will, and the inspiration for unselfish service. 

Pythianism is that force that raises the standard of morality, creates 
true friendships, soothes the rugged path of existence, instills hope to 
the disconsolate, inspires charity and benevolence. Are you a Pythian? 

Pythianism teaches virtue, arouses sympathy, increases affection and 
encourages benevolent conduct. Let the sunlight of your Pythian Love 
bring joy and peace to those dependent upon us. 

It is the duty of every representative and should be his pleasure 
to visit and inspect the Home, during the Grand Lodge Convention, and 
report fully to his lodge as to its management and services. 
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Permanent Trust Fund. 


When I assumed office there was no arrangement to create an En- 
dowment Fund for the perpetuation of our Indiana Pythian Home. 
There being no fixed objective for such a fund, the Board of Directors 
voted to create a Permanent Trust Fund, the principal to remain intact 
as a trust fund and to be loaned and the income therefrom to be placed 
in the general fund to reduce per capita tax costs. Said fund is not to 
be disturbed unless extraordinary conditions necessitated so doing when 
said Board of Directors might vote to expend the same. 

Special items have found their way into this fund until on June 
30th it had reached the sum of $1,308.74. One, bequest of $750 has 
already been received. 

I am anxious that we largely perpetuate our Home by our Permanent 
Trust Fund plan, and hope that we will soon have $250,000. We can 
do so if all will strive earnestly to build it up by the several methods 
herein set out and which I recommend: 


First: By contributions from lodges. 

Second: By contributions from members, as gifts or by bequests 
in testamentary disposition of their property. 

Third: By every member joining in our foil campaign. 


In this manner I hope and honestly believe that we will endow our 
wonderful and beautiful Home in ten years with a trust fund of at 
least $250,000. Will you give this your earnest support and become 
personally active and enlist others to strive for this goal? . 

I wish to impress upon you, my brothers, the importance of an- 
ticipating and preparing for any extraordinary need or contingency that 
might arise in the future in our charitable work. 

I would recommend that a resolution be enacted authorizing and 
directing your trustees to contribute annually out of the rents of the 
Indiana Pythian Building, the sum of $2,500.00 into the Permanent 
Trust Fund. 


Foil Campaign. 


The Board of Directors of the Pythian Home adopted a plan to 
augment the Permanent Trust Fund by the saving and collection of 
foil, such as tin, lead and aluminum, as well as other waste and by- 
products of value. Letters have gone to each lodge and some progress 
has been made. 

To make this effort an outstanding success and realize large sums 
therefrom, 100 per cent organization is essential. 

Appoint committees to arrange receptacles, collect semi-monthly the 
accumulation, etc., and then ship to the Indiana Pythian Home when 
large quantities have been accumulated. 

There can be added anything of value that could be used at your 
home in the shape of foodstuffs, clothing, good books, etc. Be sure it will 
be used and appreciated. 

Your Christmas contributions made happy those you are caring for. 
Never discontinue this service. 


Classes in My Honor. 


The fraternal life of man requires action, the welfare of his lodge 
requires constancy, .and the fruitfulness of the relation and service re- 
sults in happiness through true friendships. 

With a feeling of gratitude unexpressible, do I extend my apprecia- 
tion for the distinction of having had several ‘fine classes of Pages 
named in my honor. 

These were sincere acts of commendation for my Pythian service, 
truly a flower on earth grown on Pythian love. 

Faith in our fellow is the mainspring of all fraternal enterprise.

Miscellaneous. 


Promotion of Ritualistic Officers. 


Whereas, the Supreme Lodge did not enact a statute authorizing 
the appointment of certain subordinate lodge officers, I recommend that 
the several lodges abandon the promotion of Ritualistic Officers from 
Outer Guard to Chancellor Commander, but begin such promotion only 
from the office of Prelate. This seems necessary since the officers are 
elected for a calendar year. 


Instruction of New Members. 


I urge every Knight who obtained a friend’s application to assume 
the responsibility of fully instructing the new member on the sub- 
jects of organization, departments, auxiliaries and teachings of the 
Order Knights of Pythias and including the workings of the lodge and 
the unwritten work. Upon the receipt of Candidate Coupons, I mailed 
more than a thousand letters commending affiliation with us, and 
enclosed a symposium of our Order. If tried, thus, to do all in my 
power to acquaint the new members with our purposes, and ideals, their 
duties and opportunities, as well as welcome them into our Order. All 
are familiar with the Pythian law on the subject which should never 
be neglected. 


New Supreme Lodge Laws. 


The Recent Supreme Lodge enacted laws that should have your 
consideration. 

A. Five members shall constitute a quorum of a subordinate lodge. 
This automatically changes your by-laws, but in future revisions you 
chould conform thereto. 

B. Subordinate Lodges may now have five copies of the printed 
rituals. 

C. The revision of subordinate ritual consisting of the re-arrange- 
ment thereof and the elimination of useless unwritten work, as well as 
some other changes. : 

D. Making the payment of dues, fines and assessments necessary 
to be in good standing. 

E. Two-thirds affirmative vote necessary to reinstate a former 
member, provided, when applicant was suspended from lodge other than 
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the ae reinstating him the same provisions apply as in Ranks of Knight- 
hoo 


F. Divorcing the ienraitee Department from the Order. 


Other matters and things of minor interest all of which will be re- 
ported in detail.

Report of Grand Keeper of Records and Seal 


Indianapolis, September 10, 1930. 


To the Grand Lodge Knights of Pythias, Grand Domain of Indiana: 


Dear Brothers: I am pleased to submit for your approval, the 
sixty-second annual report of the office of Grand Keeper of Records and 
Seal, covering the fiscal year ending June 30th, 1930. 


State of Order. 


The improvement in the state of the Order during the year has been 
very gratifying. Especially in the records of the six months ending June 
30, 1930, are. to be found striking examples of noteworthy accomplish- 
ment. One by one have the subordinate lodges chipped from within the 
shells of inaction and indifference and emerged triumphant to enjoy sea- 
sons of commendable growth. 

Lodge after lodge this year is in the active list, meaning that new 
members have been initiated, former members have been reinstated, dues 
of delinquent members have been collected, ritualistic teams have brushed 
up on their parts and the business, social and fraternal affairs of the 
lodge have had better attention than in years. Lodges have initiated 
classes of Pages this year, which had long since ceased to even invite 
anyone to join. Reinstatements have been available for the asking, for 
the reason that lodges have shown activity which has created in former 
Pythians a desire to get back into the fellowship of tried and true 
friends. 

The composite statistical report of the subordinate lodges for the 
two terms comprising the period from July 1, 1929, to June 30, 1930, 
does not show a net gain in membership for the year as had been hoped 
by the officers and members alike throughout the Domain. However, 
there has been such distinct improvement as compared to the record 
for each of the seven lean years immediately preceding this year that 
there is good cause for exaltation. 

The first half of the fiscal year, the six months ending December 
31, 1929, resulted in a loss, but in a loss which was six hundred lower 
than the loss for the corresponding period of the previous year. This 
was due in large measure to the unusually vigorous attention given to 
the matter of collecting delinquent dues which automatically decreased 
the number liable to suspension for non-payment of dues. 

The record for the first six months of 1930 comprising the last half 
of the fiscal year, exclusive of losses incident to consolidation of lodges 
and surrender of charters, came excitingly close to entering the gain 
column. The net result of the year is an improvement of almost two 
thousand as compared to the record for one year ago and to the aver- 
age for the seven lean years to which such forceful attention was called 
by Grand Chancellor Loy in his inaugural message one year ago. 

The records permit no other analysis than that the Order of Knights 
of Pythias in Indiana has made a nice gain this year and to those con- 
versant with the affairs of lodges and kindred organizations such an 
achievement is nothing short of remarkable. 

The achievement has not come about by accident. It has _ been 
brought about by the aggressive, energetic, farseeing leadership of Grand 
Chancellor Charles S. Loy. To his efficient leadership is to be added 
the loyal co-operation and vigorous efforts of an excellent corps of Dis- 
trict Deputies and fellow workers in the Grand Lodge and throughout 
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the subordinate lodges. Never before have indifference, carelessness, 
‘ inefficiency and kindred diseases of lodge activity felt such stinging blows 
administered by real workers. Nothing in a generation has done so 
much to put vim, vigor and vitality into our subordinate lodges as the 
achievements of this year. 

In all fairness, it must be said that not every subordinate lodge 
has participated in the growth and progress of the year. Many have 
not done so. Many lodges are on the delinquent list, having failed to 
submit semi-annual reports or pay per capita tax. 

Several lodges should have had their charters forfeited and their 
affairs closed up during the year, a process which could not be carried 
out because the Grand Lodge officers were entirely too busy working 
with the live and progressing lodges. 

More than one lodge failed to grasp its opportunities, failed to apply 
the same methods which were winning success in neighboring lodges, 
failed of making any progress whatever during the year because of the 
inability or unwillingness to shake off the clutches of inaction. 

In all fairness, too, it must be said that more than one lodge has 
been tremendously handicapped this year because of the prevalence of 
exceptionally unsatisfactory economic and financial conditions in their 
respective communities. These conditions were unfavorable in all parts 
of the state and the excellent record made in the face of these serious 
handicaps becomes all the more remarkable. 


District Meetings, Page Rank Classes, Other Events. 


Charlie Loy had his year’s program under way six hours before 
he was installed as Grand Chancellor when, at the Wednesday morning 
session of the Grand Lodge Convention, more than seven hundred 
Knights pledged their best efforts to enlist or re-enlist three men into 
Pythian fellowship without delay. The enthusiasm engendered in that 
hour did not wane during the succeeding year. The new Grand Chan- 
cellor announced the creation of twenty-six Pythian Districts and a Dis- 
trict Meeting for the purpose of organization was held in each District 
as rapidly as possible after Grand Lodge, covering the period from Oc- 
tober 21st to November 29th. 

At all of these meetings, plans were formulated for District Page 
Rank classes during the months of January and February. At the 
District Meeting at Terre Haute, the Thirteenth District was divided and 
a T'wenty-seventh District created so that twenty-seven Page Rank 
classes were held during the period ending February 27th. Believing 
that the lodges were only beginning to realize their possibilities, the 
Grand Chancellor arranged and held two further. series of District Page 
Rank classes during March and April, making a total of about 115 dis- 
trict assemblies. 

During the first round of District Meetings, the old order of things 
prevailed and the members came to the District Meeting more out of 
force of habit than anything else. From this point on, however, things 
began to get into full swing and it was a different story. Men became 
enthused over the possibilities of real efforts toward a common goal, and 
the Grand Chancellor’s oft repeated assertion, ‘‘nothing succeeds like suc- 
cess,’”’ was demonstrated over and over. Attendance ‘increased at the 
various meetings and assemblies until at the final roundup meetings dur- 
ings the month of June the attendance of more than three hundred was 
not uncommon and in one instance‘over a thousand Knights assembled 
to witness the Knighting of a class. 

The possibilities of organized effort are fully illustrated in the signal 
success won during the year in Anniversary Lodge No. 89, of Martins- 
ville, where a net gain of 139 was recorded for the six months ending 
June 30th. This splendid accomplishment had its inception in the plans 
developed by the lodge to observe the fiftieth anniversary of the lodge on 
February 19th. After setting a goal of fifty applicants, one for each 
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year of the lodge’s existence, such a high pitch of interest was aroused 
that not fifty but 106 applications were on file qt the time of the anni- 
versary celebration. Several of this number were by reinstatement and 
card, and others who made application were not present for initiation on 
the night of the celebration, but an organization was formed that night, 
of approximately eighty men, composing the Golden Anniversary Page 
Rank Class of the Twentieth District. Officers were elected and plans 
were laid immediately for continued efforts not only by the mem- 
bers of lodges in this District, but by the newly initiated Pages. Several 
members of this class brought in applications to their respective lodges 
before they themselves had received the rank of Esquire or the rank of 
Knight.. Through the direct efforts of the Golden Anniversary Page 
Rank Class, upward of three hundred applications for initiation and re- 
instatement have been secured in the lodges of that District. 


Cohsolidations—Charters Surrendered. 


During the fiscal year ending one year ago, thirteen lodges either 
merged with others or gave up their charters. The fiscal year just 
ended was equally unlucky in that respect when four lodges gave up their 
charters and nine others consolidated. The four lodges lost by surrender 
of charter caused little actual loss to the Pythian structure inasmuch as 
these lodges had not functioned in any way for several years. 

While one or two of the consolidations were little better than out- 
right surrender of charter in the final analysis, most of the consolida- 
tions were definitely beneficial to all concerned. Two were city consoli- 
dations, St. George Lodge No. 148, joined with Orion Lodge No. 35 to 
form one strong Pythian organization in Evansville. Irvington Lodge 
No. 324, Indianapolis, saw an advantage in merging with a stronger 
lodge down town and consolidated with Capital City Lodge No. 97, thus 
eliminating one lodge from the residential section cf Indianapolis. The 
consolidation of Hartsville Lodge No. 162 with Greensburg Lodge No. 
148, was effected without loss of a single member. 

Beyond any question the process of consolidation will continue for 
another year or two and the net result should be to strengthen rather 
than to weaken the Order in this Grand Domain. 


Bank Bond. 


The protection afforded under the Form C, or Bank Bond to sub- 
ordinate lodges whose funds are tied up in the closing of depository 
banks, continues to be a matter of interest and importance throughout 
the Grand Domain. This protection was obtained by the Grand Lodge 
officers after several years of effort and has already been the means of 
saving several lodges from financial disaster. The cost to the subor- 
dinate lodge is forty cents per hundred per year and while it has not 
been the desire of the Grand Lodge to force this protection upon unwill- 
ing lodges, it has been and is the view of the officers of the Grand Lodge, 
that at this moderate cost, every subordinate lodge in this Grand Domain 
should have at least a moderate amount of protection. 

This bond, together with the fidelity bond covering the financial 
officers of the subordinate lodges, expires on March 11th of each year. 
Studying the schedule of protection of the several lodges preparatory to 
renewing the bond in March of this year, the Grand Lodge officers 
reached the conclusion that hardly any subordinate lodge had sufficient 
protection under the bank bond and a general increase of one hundred, 
two hundred and three hundred dollars to each schedule was ordered for 
the various lodges, depending upon the size and financial conditions. The 
invoices for the annual premium on the bank bond and on the fidelity 
bond included this increase wherever made, and to this date, no criticism 
has been received and the many expressions of commendation make the 
Grand Lodge officers feel their sincere desire to assist the lodges in safe- 
guarding their funds is appreciated.

More than one sound financial institution has been forced to close its 
doors through causes over which the officers and directors of the bank 
had no control and for which they could in no way be blamed. The clos- 
ing of a weak bank sometimes starts a run on a strong bank and it is 
forced to close in self-protection. Whatever the cause of closing, the 
funds of the lodge on deposit in the bank are tied up and the purpose of 
the bond is to make some at least of the funds available for immediate 
use, allowing the bonding company to make recovery later from the re- 
ceiver in a process which usually extends over a long period of time. 


Fire Losses. 


Two subordinate lodges suffered from disastrous fires during the 
year. It was the second experience for Mystic Lodge No. 23 of Harrods- 
burg. After the Castle Hall owned by the lodge burned some months 
ago, the lodge occupied the lodge room of the I. O. O. F. Lodge at Har- 
rodsburg, pending either the erection of a new building or the purchase 
of property and during their tenancy with the I. O. O. F., the latter’s 
building burned to the ground, destroying the new charter and some 
other property of Mystic Lodge. 

Amity Lodge No. 362, Galveston, lost its splendid Castle Hall and 
‘almost all the contents, in a fire which destroyed the entire building in- 
cluding the business room on the ground floor. Neither was this the 
first experience for Amity Lodge in this respect, a similar fire having 
destroyed the building owned by the lodge some years ago. It is ex- 
pected the building will be rebuilt within a short time and for the present 
the lodge is enjoying the hospitality of a sister organization. Both 
lodges will request the issuance of a new charter to replace those de- 
stroyed by fire and Vincennes Lodge No. 47, Vincennes, will request the 
issuance of a charter on account of the consolidation of Dioscuri Lodge 
No. 47 and Corner Stone Lodge No. 526 under the new name. 


The Ediphone. 


Only those who are in close contact with the Grand Lodge office to- 
gether with the subordinate lodge officers and Deputies who have been 
on the receiving end during the year, can appreciate the vast amount of 
clerical work that has been handled since last Grand Lodge. The in- 
tensive campaign conducted throughout the year by Grand Chancellor 
Loy and which has produced such splendid results, necessitated the prep- 
aration and mailing of many thousands of personal letters, form letters, 
packages of printed matter and all forms of communications, both 
from the Grand Lodge office and from the Grand Chancellor’s office at 
Swayzee. . 

Brother Loy has long had his law office equipped with a dictating 
machine, without which he would have been unable during his year as 
Grand Chancellor to have conducted one-fourth the correspondence that 
he has been able to get out with the use of the machine. Before many 
months, it became apparent that such equipment in the Grand Lodge 
office at Indianapolis would not be a luxury but a necessity and a well 
paying investment. 

After careful investigation and thorough trial, the Grand Lodge 
Trustees and the Finance Committee authorized the purchase of an 
Ediphone, complete in three units, one for recording, another for tran- 
scribing and a third for shaving the cylinders for re-use. This equip- 
ment represented an investment of four hundred and ninety dollars. The 
use of the Ediphone makes unnecessary the employment of extra steno- 
graphic help for which provision was made in the appropriation last 
year and with the approval of the Grand Lodge Trustees and Finance 
Committee, the purchase price of the Ediphone was charged against the 
appropriation for clerical help so that in one sense it does not represent 
any actual cost to the Grand Lodge for equipment. More than that, it 
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will be possible to reduce the annual appropriation for clerical help in 
the Grand Lodge office by an amount equal to, if not greater than the 
cost of the machine, so that it can be said that this machine will save 
its original cost every year that it is operated. 

The saving and advantage is not all financial. Its use permits 
greater accuracy in correspondence and documentary work. It almost 
doubles the amount of work that a stenographer can do as she does not 
lose time taking dictation in shorthand and then transcribing it. After 
getting one or two cylinders ready for the stenographer, the Grand 
Keeper of Records and Seal can continue dictation throughout an entire 
day and the stenographer will be busy transcribing letters the entire 
time without loss of time to either. The action of the Grand Lodge 
Trustees and the Finance Committee in authorizing the purchase of this 
equipment is appreciated very much. 


Grand Lodge Building—Auditorium. 


Building manager, John H. Frank, has handled the business affairs 
of the Indiana Pythian Building skillfully and intelligently in the face of 
increasingly adverse rental conditions in the city of Indianapolis, due 
largely to an over supply of office buildings. He is ever alert to the pos- 
sibilities of acquiring additional desirable tenants and no one could be 
more zealous in safeguarding the rights of the Grand Lodge as owners of 
the building in the details of its management than he. He has been 
careful to keep the operating cost at a very minimum and at the same 
time, has effected improvements to the building, interior and exterior, 
which have added immensely to its appearance and utility. 

Representatives and members of the Grand Lodge who have not 
seen the Pythian Building since last Grand Lodge, will be amazed at the 
transformation in the exterior appearance through the cleaning of the 
building some months ago. The cleaning was done at a moderate expense 
in view of the fact that it was an absolute necessity to have the stone 
work pointed, a process which every stone building requires periodically. 
The acid bath was administered from the same scaffolding and by the 
same workmen. 

Manager Frank has given the Grand Lodge auditorium the most 
thorough cleaning it has had in many years and those who attend Grand 
Lodge from year to year will be impressed immediately with the marked 
improvement in the appearance of the walls and decorations of the audi- 
torium. 


Past Grand Chancellors Association. 


One of the interesting events incident to the Grand Lodge Conven- 
tion in 1929, was a banquet at the Claypool Hotel attended by the Past 
Grand Chancellors of this Order. The banquet resulted in the organiza- 
tion of the Past Grand Chancellors Association and the election of Dr. 
Charles A. Tindall of Shelbyville as the president. The banquet will be 
held annually on the evening preceding the Grand Lodge Convention and 
it is expected that every Past Grand Chancellor resident in the Domain 
‘will be in attendance. 

While the purpose of the Association is primarily social, the Past 
Grand Chancellors in their banquet last year, gave very earnest con- 
sideration to the important problems confronting the Order and in par- 
ticular, gave wholesouled encouragement to the plans outlined to them 
by the incoming Grand Chancellor, Brother Loy. 


G. K. R. S. Association. 


It was my privilege to attend the biennial convention of the Associa- 
tion of Grand Keepers of Records and Seal held in conjunction with the 
Supreme Lodge Convention at Tampa, Florida, in August, 1930. No 
other opportunity available to a Grand Keeper of Records and Seal com- 
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pares with the three or four day discussion of Pythian problems, prac- 
tices and plans with twenty to thirty fellow officers coming from all 
sections of the Supreme Domain. 

The Grand Keepers Association gave much consideration during the 
convention at Tampa to the proposed changes in the ritual and met in 
joint session with the ritual committee of the Supreme Lodge. The 1930 
convention of the Supreme Lodge will be long and favorably remembered 
for the small amount of legislation enacted. Only measures of genuine 
importance received more than casual attention and the Grand Keepers 
Association was actively identified with most of the few enactments 
passed by the Supreme Lodge. 

The Grand Domain of Indiana was again honored in the re-election 
of the Grand Keeper of Records and Seal as secretary-treasurer of the 
association for the fourth biennial term. 

The Supreme Lodge convention did two things of outstanding im- 
portance. One was to adopt important revisions to the Subordinate 
and Grand Lodge rituals, the other was to authorize a separation of the 
insurance activities of the Order -from the fraternal activities. Our 
Grand Lodge representatives attended all sessions of the Supreme 
Lodge, had well located seats and participated actively and prominently 
in the affairs of the convention. They will present a detailed report of 
the convention. | 


The Pythian Sisters. 


One of the most interesting and pleasing experiences of the year 
came in attending eleven of the twelve district conventions of the 
Pythian Sisters. At the invitation of the Grand Chief, Mrs. Daisy 
Duvall of Richmond and with the approval of Grand Chancellor Loy, I 
attended these conventions for the purpose of explaining in detail to the 
Pythian Sisters assembled, the provisions of the pending legislation 
with reference to the admission of Pythian Sisters to the Pythian Home. 
I feel that the explanation and resulting discussion in the several meet- 
ings has brought about a much clearer understanding of the entire rela- 
tion of the Pythian Sisters to the Pythian Home and, for that matter, to 
the Order of Knights of Pythias. 

I was impressed at all times with the earnest desire on the part 
of the Pythian Sisters to co-operate fully in all Pythian endeavors and 
I feel that very great benefit will result to both organizations if there 
can be still closer co-operation in fraternal, social and altruistic ac- 
tivities. ; 

It is my belief, shared by other officers and members of the Grand 
Lodge, that if provision could be made for the Grand Temple Pythian 
Sisters to meet simultaneously with the Grand Lodge Convention on the 
first Tuesday and Wednesday in October, several important advantages 
would become immediately apparent. 

Three things come to mind instantly. One, the opportunity for 
Pythian Sisters and their families as well as Knights and their families 
to join the special excursion to the Pythian Home at Lafayette on 
Tuesday afternoon, perhaps holding joint memorial services on the 
Pythian Home grounds in the manner contemplated for this year. 

Second, the opportunity for a joint banquet attended by more than 
one thousand Pythian Sisters and their husbands, Knights of Pythias and 
their wives, followed by a stirring address by the Supreme Chancellor, 
or Supreme Chief, if present, and by the Grand Chancellor and Grand 
Chief, this in turn te be followed by a reception or ball. 

Third, along more practical lines, the saving of time and money in 
those Pythian households where the husband is-a Knight and the wife 
a Pythian Sister. Both would like to attend the convention at Indian- 
apolis, but the husband’s convention is entirely over before the wife’s 
convention begins and either an entire week must be spent in Indianap- 
olis, separate trips must be made or some other equally inconvenient 
arrangement worked out, ; 
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This suggestion of simultaneous sessions is not a wild, untried idea. 
It but follows the practice of the Supreme Lodge and Supreme Temple 
and of the Grand Lodges and Grand Temples of many other states. i 
feel this plan has very definite value to both the Grand Lodge and Grand 
Temple and I favor an expression on the part of this Grand Lodge invit- 
ing the Grand Temple to give consideration to the matter. The actual 
details would be very easy to arrange. It would be necessary for the 
Grand Temple to have a separate meeting place and I feel this Grand 
Lodge could well afford financially and otherwise to assume the respon- 
sibility of providing such a meeting place in a hotel or elsewhere. 


In Memoriam. 


Death has laid a heavy hand upon our membership since last Grand 
Lodge. The semi-annual reports from the subordinate lodges for the 
two terms record the names of 851 of our brother Knights who have 
crossed to the other shore. Of this number 181 were members of the 
Grand Lodge, having attained the honor of Past Chancellor in their 
several lodges, and fully a score of this number attended the 1929 con- 
vention of the Grand Lodge. Their call to realms on high saddens the 
hearts of our entire membership and it is most appropriate that we 
pause in our deliberations each year to pay tribute of honor and re- 
spect in memory of the departed. _ 

The roster of deceased Past Chancellors this year is almost like a 
roll call of a Grand Lodge Convention. Few sessions of this Grand 
Lodge have been held during the past forty years which were not 
brightened by the presence of Supreme Representative Wm. A. Morris, 
who died on the morning of Thanksgiving Day, November 28th, at his 
home in Frankfort. Colonel Geston P. Hunt of Rushville, an officer in 
the Uniform Rank and a member of the Grand Lodge Committee for a 
number of years; Deputy Grand Chancellor James Brown of Dugger; 
Deputy Grand Chancellor Cash Kern of Brownstown; Alonzo W. Moore 
of Kokomo, member of the committee which selected the site for the 
Pythian Home; Grant Burket, active worker in Rome City Lodge No. 
460 and husband of Mrs. Leona Burket, Past Grand Chief of the Pythian 
Sisters; Robert L. Jones of East Chicago, tireless worker in the Calumet 
area; Colonel John H. Litmer of Evansville; Major Thomas W. Dem- 
merly of Indianapolis, familiar figures in the Uniform Rank and in the 
Grand Lodge for many years; John H. Crull, Keeper of Records and 
Seal of West Indianapolis Lodge No. 244 for nearly forty years; Charles 
J. Robb of Michigan City; Dr. J. S. Leslie of Galveston; Al T. Young of 
Logansport; Pearl Tilson of Greenwood; Ora Mason of New Richmond, 
and many other outstanding Pythian workers laid down their fraternal 
labors on this earth. The Order of Knights of Pythias no less than the 
communities in which these splendid men lived feel keenly the loss of the 
influence of their well-spent lives. 


The Finance Committee. 


At the Grand Lodge Convention in 1929, legislation was enacted 
empowering and authorizing the Grand Lodge Committee on Finance to 
make examination and adjustment of the financial affairs of the subor- 
dinate lodges with the Grand Lodge. On the occasion of the annual 
audit of the books, records and accounts of the Grand Keeper of Records 
and Seal, Grand Master of Exchequer, Building Manager and Pythian 
Home in August, the Committee made such an examination, first as to 
the subordinate lodges. still delinquent with semi-annual reports and 
per capita tax, or both; then with the lodges which had failed to send 
their reports and tax to the Grand Lodge within the thirty day period — 
specified in the statutes, and finally made a thorough check of the actions 
of the several lodges in making deductions of membership because of 
nonpayment of- dues. 
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This year is the first time any finance committee has been given 
specific, authority to make such examination and the Committee discov- 
ered conditions which have been a source of much concern to ‘the Grand 
Keeper of Records and Seal and to each succeeding Grand Chancellor in 
years gone by but which there seemed to be no satisfactory way of 
eliminating. , 

From the data which it compiled, the Committee on Finance has 
submitted an exhaustive report to the Grand Chancellor and Grand, 
Keeper of Records and Seal and this report will be submitted by the 
Grand Chancellor to the Grand Lodge Convention for its consideration. 
In many ways, this will be one of the most important documents ever 
submitted to the Grand Lodge. 


Our Grand Lodge Statutes. 


Our statutes were last revised and codified in 1922 when the present 
blue-backed edition was printed and distributed to the lodges. Each 
Grand Lodge Convention during the succeeding seven years has amended 
various sections of the constitution and the statutes and every two 
years the enactments of the Supreme Lodge require further amend- 
ments to our. statutes to make them conform. 

During this seven years a large chapter of statutes for the gov- 
ernment of the Pythian Home have been enacted. To this condition 
may be added the fact that several of the fundamental provisions of the 
Supreme Statutes relating to the government of subordinate lodges are 
not embodied in our statutes so that, all in all, it is becoming a difficult 
task for the subordinate lodge officers who have not kept carefully 
abreast of the statutes of this Order, to ascertain the law on any given 
subject. At best it is necessary to consult our blue book, the supplement 
and the Supreme Statutes in order to be sure. 

We are sadly in need of a careful and thorough codification of our 
statutes. No important or radical changes in our method of doing 
things need be contemplated in revising and codifying our statutes, but 
only the cost of printing a new edition causes me to refrain from an 
earnest recommendation that the matter of revising and codifying our 
statutes be taken up at once. I do, however, suggest that this Grand 
Lodge might designate certain officers of the Grand Lodge and members 
of Committees who could serve without compensation and at very little 
expense to the Grand Lodge and give them authority to make a careful 
study of this question, perhaps submitting a codification of the statutes 
with data as to the cost of printing and distributing the same, at the 
next convention of the Grand Lodge. 


The Grand Chancellor. 


Mention has been made elsewhere in this report of the matchless 
leadership of Charles S. Loy as our Grand Chancellor. I find no words 
adequate to express my admiration of the indomitable spirit, the intense | 
fraternal zeal, the resourcefulness, the generalship and all around skill 
manifest in his every act as commanding general of the Pythian forces 
this year. 

No man ever won such an army of loyal followers through the sheer 
force of his own personality. No man ever led such a determined attack 
over a twelve months period against the lethargic conditions prevalent in 
almost every subordinate lodge. 

The victories achieved during his administration, coming as they 
have done, following the seven most disastrous years ever experienced 
by this order and running, within a few months, squarely into the most 
serious economic depression our country has experienced in many years, 
will stand as a perpetual monument to the courage and ability of 
Charles S. Loy. ;

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He has sacrificed his business and forsaken his family uncomplain- 
ingly, spending on an average of five days a week on the firing line 
throughout the fall and winter and did everything that appeared to be 
humanly possible for the promotion of the cause he loved. Our rela- 
tions during the year have been delightfully pleasant. My admiration 
for Charles S. Loy as a Pythian, as an executive, as a man, knows no 
bounds. I shall always cherish the memory of our close association. 


Grand Chancellor Dunbar. 


The reins of the government of this Grand Lodge will descend on 
October 8th into the capable hands of Dr. Colin V. Dunbar of Indian- 
apolis, the incoming Grand Chancellor. During the past decade this 
Grand Lodge has entrusted its leadership to lawyers, butchers, bakers, 
druggists and even a casket maker, but not since the days of the late be- 
loved Dr. Frank A. Priest of Marion, has a member of the medical pro- 
fession held the office of Grand Chancellor. It will be a new experience 
to our lodges to have their ills diagnosed and prescribed for by a man 
who has made diagnosis and prescription a life’ study. Perhaps an ex- 
ecutive with mental processes of that nature is coming upon the scene 
at the right time. 

Our Indiana. lodges are in a convalescent stage. They are recuper- 
ating from a run down condition extending over several years. They 
are in need of tonic, stimulant, exercise, and encouragement, and who 
is better qualified to administer this course of treatment than a doctor of 
medicine who is also a recognized doctor of Pythianism. 

Dr. Dunbar nas been schooled in Pythian affairs for many years 
through his activity in the lodges of Indianapolis and surrounding terri- 
tory. As chairman of the Indianapolis Bureau of Employment and Re- 
lief, he has been identified with Pythianism in its most practical form. 
His professional instinct prompts him to think, to study, to analyze, 
and his steadfast leadership will do much to continue the splendid prog- 
ress the Order in Indiana has inaugurated so auspiciously during the 
year just closing.

Operating Revenues. 


_ During the year ending June 30, 1930, the revenues from the opera- 
tion of the building have shown a decrease of $1,652.82. This reduction 
in revenues has been primarily due to business conditions. We are most 
fortunate in having a Manager who has made strenuous efforts to re- 
tain renters and to secure others to replace those who have vacated 
rooms during the period. The percentage of vacancy for the year has 
averaged 13.24% —an excellent showing as compared with other office 
buildings in the city of Indianapolis. The percentage of vacancy at the 
time of making this report is about 14%. 


Operating Costs. 


The cost of building operation, steam and electric operation and 
building repairs has shown an increase over the previous year, due to 
the fact that the building has been cleaned, the stone work pointed and 
the outside wood work painted at a cost of approximately $1,695.00. The 
pointing of the stone work was necessary, because of insurance require- 
ments. The cleaning of the building has added much to the general ap- 
pearance of our building and has proven a very valuable investment. 

Fuel costs were slightly higher for the last year than that of the 
previous year on account of the weather conditions of the last winter. 

Labor charges have been approximately $2,000.00 less than for the 
previous year, all work of alterations having been performed by the 
labor force of the regular pay roll, without the hiring of additional help. 


Administrative Expense. 


The total of administrative expense is practically the same as that: 


of the previous year, but some changes have been made in the different 
items of the account.

This is the first year in which the salary and expenses of the Grand 
Lodge Trustees has been charged to the cost of operation of the building. 
In previous years this expense has been paid by the Grand Lodge. 

The increase in insurance was due to the fact that a very small 
amount of tornado insurance was being carried and the insurance com- 
panies and the holders of our mortgage obligations have demanded that 
we carry a larger amount of such insurance. This demand is in line 
with requirements and is conceded to be good business. The cost of this 
insurance is much less per thousand dollars than fire insurance and such 
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protection is in accord with the judgment of business men in all lines 
of business. 

The rental of the Grand Lodge offices has been $1,850.00 per year 
during former years, this sum being paid from the Grand Lodge treas- 
ury to the Manager of the building. For the past year this sum has 
been reduced to $480.00, being the estimated cost of maintenance of the 
Grand Lodge offices. 

This reduction of rentals in the sum of $1,37000 and $423.33, the 
amount of salaries and expenses of the Grand Lodge Trustees, which 
was formerly paid by the Grand Lodge, has made a difference of ap- 
proximately $1,800.00 in the net revenues of the building. This has been 
the building’s contribution to the campaign for up-building of the Order. 


Building Condition. 


The building is in better condition than at any time in recent 
years. The cleaning, pointing and the painting have added very much 
to the attractiveness of our building and the comment of the general 
public has been most favorable. The conditions inside the building are 
_up to the standard of office building requirements and the Manager has 
made strenuous efforts to maintain the property in the best condition 
possible. Sanitation and repair has been the watchword, and at the 
same time a minimum of expense in order that the operating efficiency 
may be attained, has been the Manager’s outstanding motto. 

To accomplish the above, it has not been necessary to employ addi- 
tional help, except the cleaning, pointing and painting, which required 
men skilled in that class of work and outfitted with the necessary equip- 
ment to handle such work. Our own employees have performed all 
other duties, including alterations in rooms and needed repairs. 


Indebtedness. 


All items of current expense are paid promptly—all bills subject to 
discount having been paid and the discount taken. No unpaid operat- 
ing expense bills exist. The discounts taken for the year have amounted 
to $199.91. 

On July 1, 1929, our bonded debt was $155,000.00. During the year 
$10,000.00 was paid. Since the close of the year and prior to the time 
of compiling this report, another payment of $5,000.00 was made. These 
payments will reduce the interest charge in the sum of $825.00 per year, 
and makes bonded indebtedness as of this date $140,000.00. 


Future Expenditures. 


It is quite probable that changes may be necessary in the elevator 
equipment during the next year or two, in order that the standard of 
elevator service may be maintained. The cost of such changes is prob- 
lematic, being dependent on the extent of such alterations. 

The cost of Pennsylvania street widening is still pending in the 
Supreme Court—-the case having been decided in our favor in both the 
Circuit and the Supreme courts. The city of Indianapolis has asked 
for a rehearing in the Supreme Court and such petition has not been 
acted upon. If the opinion of the court remains as decided, this cost 
will be a little over $600.00. 

The question of Massachusetts avenue widening is still in litigation 
and determination of the cest of the same or the possibility of comple- 
tion of such work is in the future. The cost of such widening, if it 
becomes a reality, is sure to amount to several thousand dollars. 


Accounting. 


The change in accounting methods received mention in our report 
for last year. We have followed the plan during the year and find that 
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it gives us almost instant touch with operating conditions. Each 
month the Manager furnishes each member of the Board with a state- 
ment, which statement is complete in every detail. The rearrangement 
of accounts makes it impossible to compare some of the detail accounts 
with those of the previous years, but the control accounts can be com- 
pared very readily and such comparison has proven valuable in deter- 


mining operating data. Reports compiled during future years can be . 


compared in detail and the exact status ascertained. 


Conclusion. 


Each member of the Grand Lodge should give the information con- 
tained in this report careful consideration. Should there be any item 
or items therein that are not fully understood, the Board will be pleased 
to go into detail about the same with any member and to the best of 
their ability will endeavor to make all operating facts clear. 

As we stated last year, this is your building; it is your business 
and it is a business proposition, and has been handled as a business 
problem throughout the year. Reduction of the debt has been kept in 
mind—we now owe a total of $140,000.00. Next year we will reduce it 
again. Service to our tenants will be maintained at the standard and 
any encouragement from the members of the Order in general will be 
appreciated.

Report of Indiana Pythian Home Board of 
Directors 


‘Indianapolis, August 1, 1930. 


To the Grand Lodge Knights of Pythias, Grand Domain of Indiana: 
The Indiana Pythian Home Board of Directors is pleased to sub- 


mit herewith its report for the fiscal year ending June 30, 19380. On - 


that date the Pythian Home completed its thirty-first month of opera- 
tion. 
The year just ended witnessed the erection of the necessary farm 
buildings, the completion of. which made possible the acquisition of a 
dairy herd and permitted farming operations to be conducted fully. 
Aside from these affairs pertaining to the farm, the general opera- 
tions of the Home have progressed uneventfully. Under the capable ad- 


ministrative supervision of Superintendent and Mrs. Wm. B. Gray, the © 


Pythian Home has functioned in a manner highly satisfactory to the 
Board, to the residents, and to the thousands of members of the Order 
who have taken occasion during the year to visit the Home and observe 
its workings. 

There has been but little variation in the population of the Home 
during the year. One year ago, this happy family was made up of 
fifty men, fifteen women, thirty boys, twenty-five girls, a total of one 
hundred twenty. On June 30, 1930, the total was one hundred twenty- 
six, comprising fifty-four men, sixteen women, thirty-one boys and 
twenty-five girls. ; 

The only change in the personnel of the Board during the year was 
the automatic change following the Grand Lodge Convention in Octo- 
ber, when the term of Past Grand Chancellor Dolph E. Farr expired 
and Grand Vice Chancellor, Dr. C. V. Dunbar, Indianapolis, became a 
member and vice-chairman of the Board. Grand Chancellor Charles S. 
Loy became chairman of the Board at that time, succeeding the retiring 
Grand Chancellor, Samuel L. Trabue, who remained a member of the 
Board as Past Grand Chancellor. 

Four regular quarterly meetings of the Board have been held dur- 
ing the year as provided in the statutes and six special meetings have 
been held, making ten during the year. Five meetings were held at the 
Grand Lodge office at Indianapolis, four were held at the Pythian Home 
office and one emergency meeting was held at Marion, immediately pre- 
ceding a session of the Grand Council. ‘Three of the quarterly meetings 
convened at the Grand Lodge office for the consideration of clerical and 
routine business and the audit of accounts, after which the Board went 
to Lafayette’ for the completion of the session. Several of the special 
meetings were required for the approval of plans and erection of farm 
buildings. 


Superintendent and Employees. 


The Board unanimously re-elected Wm. B. Gray and Mrs. Zoe V. 
Gray superintendent and matron respectively at the October meeting. 
They have directed the active management of the Home in ways which 
reflect credit upon them and honor upon the Order which they serve. 
The Superintendent is hailed by those in his charge, by various ranks and 
titles, Captain, Colonel, General, Mayor, but to the boys and girls he is 
“Daddy Gray.” Mrs. Gray’s well-known ability to soothe aches and pains

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has won for her the title of doctor. Whatever the title, they are loved 
by young and old and are doing a noble work in a splendid way. 

A few changes in the personnel of employees have occurred, due 
largely to the depredations of Dan Cupid. Reductions were made during 
the year in the farm help and in the dining room. One employee was 
added in April when a practical nurse was employed to supervise the care 
of the adult residents and cases of temporary illness. Prior to her ar- 
rival, it was necessary to send some patients to the Lafayette hospital 
who can now be eared for in the Pythian Home and it is anticipated her 
salary will be saved in hospital and medical bills. 

I'he Board is appreciative of the spirit of loyalty and devotion on 
the part of all emplovees of the Home. The governesses, attendants and 
other employees have been conscientious in the discharge of their duties. 


Applications. 


During this fiscal year forty-eight applications were filed. This in- 
cluded thirty men, six women, seven boys and five girls. The following 
disposition has been made of these applications:

Frederick Arnold Featherstone graduated from the Jefferson High 
School, Lafayette and automatically from the Pythian Home on June 7, 
1930. Fred is the first and only graduate from the Pythian Home. His 
father was a member of Olive Branch Lodge No. 2, Indianapolis and 
Fred became 2 member of that lodge on his 18th birthday, Feb. 9, 1930. 
Wollowing his graduation he returned to Indianapolis. 

Five children were returned to their parents and one girl has been 
adopted through proper court procedure into a splendid Pythian house- 


hold. 
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Three brother Knights withdrew from the Home during the year, 
one that he might resume his trade and make further effort to support 
himself, one that he might enter a church home in another state and the 
other that he might visit relatives in another climate in search of im- 
proved health. The latter two passed away in July, 1930, a few weeks 
after withdrawing from the Home. 

The Board is of the belief as time goes on added consideration can 
and should be given to the possibility of placing children from the 
Pythian Home in individual homes. This is a matter which presents 
many phases and must be handled with extreme care, but where a 
thoroughly satisfactory opportunity arises for one of our boys or girls to 
be adopted into a splendid home, our Order would not be doing its full 
duty to the child nor to the deceased brother Knight if such opportunity 
were to be denied. . 


Improved Housing Facilities. 


It was necessary for several months to appropriate a dormitory in 
the boys building to take care of the overflow of men. During recent 
months, the superintendent under authority of the Board, finished, 
decorated and equipped several half basement rooms in the adult build- 
ing, transforming them into very comfortable dormitory rooms with four 
and five beds. In so doing, it was possible to transfer the men from their 
temporary quarters in the boys building to these newly equipped and 
very desirable quarters which are popular with the men. This re- 


moval permits the occupancy by boys of both the second floor dormitories | 


in their building, relieving the danger of over crowding the south 
dormitory. 


Band. 


Professor Louis B. Elmore, director of the Pythian Home Band, has 
made splendid progress with his youthful students during the past year. 
Few of the children had ever had any musical instruction and none of 
them could play any band instrument when rehearsals began in the sum- 
mer of 1929. Very excellent progress has been made in one short year 
and during the spring and summer of 1930, the Pythian Home Band 
has accepted invitations to play at several district meetings at points 
near Lafayette and played concerts at several of the roundup meetings 
in June. At the end of the recent school season, arrangements were 
made for Brother Elmore to give special lessons to the various boys 
and girls and immediate results were apparent from the intensive in- 
struction. The band has been highly complimented wherever it has ap- 
peared and the concerts have been well played and entertaining. 

Wherever the band has gone, splendid contributions have been made 
to the fund with which to purchase uniforms and in May, the uniforms 
were ordered from the Ward-Stilson Company, at Anderson. These were 
received in June and the band makes a most attractive appearance. The 
uniforms embody the colors of the Order and in a general way are 
fashioned after the style of the Dokey uniforms, using a red fez. Con- 
tributions to the uniform fund up to this time have not been sufficient to 
defray the entire cost, but it is expected that future contributions will be 
received so that the complete equipment of the band for uniforms as well 
as instruments will have come from personal gifts by Indiana Pythians, 
rather than from the per capita maintenance fund. 

Much credit is due Supreme Representative Elmore for the pains- 
taking efforts he has exerted in making it possible for these boys and 
girls to become proficient on the various instruments, and obtaining an 
education in music which will be valuable to them throughout their lives. 
Brother Elmore has conducted rehearsals of the band one or more times 
each week with no renumeration except for special lessons during the va- 
cation season. 


| ne ee 
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Farm Buildings. 


The erection of farm buildings was contracted on July 9th, 1929, 
with Korshot & Bonham of Lafayette, on their bid of $9,278.38. These 
included a combination dairy and horse barn, 34x62 feet of hollow tile 
and frame construction with a tile silo, an 80-foot tile poultry house and 
a double corn crib 26x36 feet of frame construction. It was hoped to 
have these buildings completed on the occasion of the visit of the last 
Grand Lodge Convention by special] train on October 1st. Delays of one 
kind and another prevented full completion by that time, although the 
buildings were ready for the careful inspection which the visitors gave 
them on that occasion. They were fully completed and equipped before 
the end of October and the first dairy cows were purchased and delivered 
at the Home during the first week in November. Eight cows were pur- 
chased at that time, two of which were afterward sold, and four other 
cows were purchased early this spring so that the herd now consists of 
ten high-grade Holstein cows, a fine bull, one bull calf and three heifer 
calves. Since June 30th twin calves have been born. 

Much needed improvements were made to two of the small rental 
houses on South Eighteenth Street, one of which was moved to a new lo- 
cation to make room for the dairy barn. At a very moderate expense, 
these houses were put in first class condition and the one nearest the 
barn is occupied by the farmer and his family, while the other house 
and a third which is near the south corner of the farm, are rented at the 
present time. 

During the early spring the erection of fencing was fully completed 
so that the Pythian Home farm is now fully and permanently fenced. 
This includes cross fences and necessary lanes. 

After the principal farm buildings were completed, a substantial 
and roomy implement shed was built at very small cost. A large flock 
of chickens has been built up, young pigs have been bought, fattened and 
sold and others bought to be butchered during the coming winter. 

Our prize winning team of heavy: horses was sold early in the 
spring to the Sells-Floto circus for $500 which is almost $200 more than 
the purchase price. Another very excellent team of young horses has 
been purchased, also a team of mules and the Pythian Home is now fully 
equipped to carry on all phases of farm operation in an efficient manner. 


Boys Playground. 


Indianapolis Lodge No. 56 made an initial contribution last year 
toward the establishment of a boys playground and this year from the 
proceeds of a minstrel show and a special contribution from one of the 
members of the lodge, ample funds have been provided for the equipment 
of a boys playground and a complete athletic field. Final selection and 
installation of this equipment has not been made at the date of this re- 
port but is under consideration for early action. 


Memorial Trees. 


The arrangements considered last year for the planting of memorial 
trees and shrubs by lodges throughout the state which secured ten or 
more members during the year, was of necessity deferred. This plan has 
not been abandoned and arrangements will be commenced in the early 
fall looking toward the complete fulfillment of the plans contemplated a 
year ago. During the year just closed, many more lodges have qualified 
for the privilege of dedicating a permanent memorial of this nature on 
the grounds of the Pythian Home and it is necessary to work out the 
location of these trees and shrubs in a very careful manner with the 
guidance of a skilled landscape engineer. Fortunately, such a person 
Hie see door to the Pythian Home and plans are now being drafted for 
this work.

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The Board also considered it advisable to defer the installation of a 
contemplated system of yard lights and expects to complete this installa- 
tion in a few months. 


Visits—Picnics—Outings. 


As in former years, thousands of visitors have entered the Pythian 
Home grounds and have visited the buildings during the past year. Auto- 
mobile parties have come as in other years, although not so many or- 
ganized county delegations visited the Pythian Home this year as last 
year. This is accounted for in part by the unsettled weather in the 
early summer and the terrific heat in mid-summer. 

The boys and girls have enjoyed the visits made to the Pythian 
Home during the year as have the older residents. The children have 
been the guests of Kiwanis Club, Exchange Club, Elks Lodge, and other 
organizations in Lafayette, at picture shows and outings in the parks 
and other forms of entertainment for which grateful acknowledgment is 
made. 

‘The big event of the year occurred shortly after the official close of 
the fiscal year but should very properly be recorded here. On July 20th 
upward of five thousand visitors and members of the Order, their fam- 
ilies, Pythian Sisters, neighbors and friends, visited the Pythian Home 
on the occasion of a State Wide Picnic arranged under direction of 
Grand Chancellor Charles S. Loy. 

Nearly all visitors brought lunch baskets along and the picnic 
grove was crowded with happy picnic parties at the noon hour. Stands 
operated by the employees and older children at the Pythian Home pro- 
vided for those who desired food or other refreshments. Music was fur- 
nished by the Pythian Home Band and by the band from Butler Lodge 
No. 158, and the drum and bugle corps from Shambah Temple D. O. K. 
of Indianapolis. Special fancy drills by the Samson Guards from Butler 
Lodge added much to the enjoyment of the day. Mayor John B. Hudson 
and Grand Chancellor Charles S. Loy spoke during the early afternoon. 

The greater part of the day was devoted to informal inspection of the 
buildings, grounds and farm by the thousands of visitors, many of whom 
had not seen the Pythian Home before. The buildings’and grounds pre- 
sented a very attractive appearance and the visitors appeared to be well 
pleased with the appearance and methods of operation. 


Photographs. 


Several new and attractive panoramic views of the Pythian Home, 
buildings and grounds were made just prior to the picnic and are for sale 
to lodges and individuals. They may be obtained either at the Pythian 
Home or from the Grand Lodge office. One picture shows the three prin- 
cipal buildings and superintendent’s residence taken at close range and 
bringing out the beauty of the lawns and shrubbery as well as the build- 
ings themselves. Another view gives a full sweep of the beautiful 
grounds of the Pythian Home from the Carnahan Memorial Flag Pole at 
the north, across the front and including the ravine to the south. The 
third panorama is taken from a point southeast of the barn and shows 
the entire layout of the farm buildings, including also the dairy herd, 
horses and mules. These panoramic photographs are splendidly adapted 
for framing and it is urged that one or more of these views should be on 
the walls of every Castle Hall in Indiana. 

A number of lodges are in possession of the picture of the Pythian 
Home buildings taken when they were dedicated, when the ground was 
bare and some of the debris not cleared away. One of the new pictures 
can probably be placed in the same frame and will give a much more at- 
tractive representation of our beautiful home. 
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Tin Foil Campaign. 


A campaign was launched early in July and publicly announced at 
the picnic on July 20th for the collection of tin foil, lead foil, aluminum 
foil and similar valuable scraps, on a state wide basis. The Board is of 
the belief that thousands of dollars worth of these foils are tossed aside 
every month by the people of Indiana and that a systematic campaign for 
the saving and shipping of these foils to the Pythian Home at Lafayette 
will permit what is now waste material to be converted into money and 
that a very substantial sum can be added to the Pythian Home Perma- 
nent Trust Fund. The members of the Board and the officers of the 
Grand Lodge are calling upon every lodge and every member over the 
state to join in this effort. Receptacles are being placed in stores 
and public places with suitable placards inviting the co-operation 
of the general public. The foils are to be shipped to the Pythian Home 
at Lafayette where they will be sorted, graded and prepared for sale. 
Already in a few weeks time, large quantities of foils have been ac- 
cumulated and the Board is confident of having the hearty co-operation 
of the members of the Order of Knights of Pythias and their families 
and friends in carrying this campaign forward in a large way. 


Pythian Home Permanent Trust Fund. 


The Pythian Home Board has created the Pythian Home Permanent 
Trust Fund, the nucleus of which was the first bequest received for the 
Pythian Home, from the will of Brother John R. Hernley of Crescens 
Lodge No. 33, Newcastle. This bequest amounted to $750. Other smaller 
gifts have been received and the Board has ordered certain miscellaneous 
receipts and the proceeds of life insurance carried by deceased residents 
of the Pythian Home, placed in this fund. The total on June 30, 1930, 
was $1,308.74 and early in July additions were made which brought the 
total to about $2,200. 

The Pythian Home Permanent Trust Fund is deposited in the Rail- 
road Men’s Building and Savings Association in Indianapolis where it 
is drawing six percent interest. The principal of this fund will be kept 
invested safely at all times and only the earnings from the fund will be 
available for disbursements. As the fund grows from year to year, 
the earnings will be available to apply on the operating expenses of the 
Home, or in such other manner as may be decided, but the principal will 
remain intact and continue to increase from year to year. 

The establishment of a trust fund of this nature was advocated very 
earnestly by Grand Chancellor Charles S. Loy as a member of the 
Pythian Home Board and the receipt of the Hernley bequest paved the 
way for the definite creation of the fund. 


School Transfers. 


Because of a lack of understanding of matters pertaining to the sub- 
ject of school transfers during the first two school years, a great deal of 
trouble has been experienced on this subject. Assurance was given when 
Lafayette and other cities were being considered for the location of the 
Pythian Home, that the proposed site for the Pythian Home, which is the 
ground upon which the Pythian Home is now located, would be annexed 
to the city and that full school privileges would be accorded the children 
from the Pythian Home without charge. 

After Lafayette was selected and the site acquired, the city of 
Lafayette promptly made good the promise by annexing that portion of 
the farm lying northwest of the boulevard to the city. The Grand Lodge 
did not desire annexation of the remainder of the property. 


The children of the Pythian Home who are of school age have at all | 


times, attended the public schools in Lafayette, commencing when the 
Pythian Home was opened December ist, 1927. The Lafayette schools 
have not made or sought to make any charge for tuition for the children 
from the Pythian Home. 
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However, after twenty-five or thirty children of school age had been 
accepted and admitted to the Pythian Home and had attended the Lafay- 
ette schools for several months, the Lafayette schools called to the at- 
tention of the Pythian Home Board the fact that the statutes of the 
State of Indiana require reimbursement to the Lafayette schools on the 
part of the school units from which the several children of school age 
came to Lafayette or in which the living parent now resides. The school 
authorities advised the Board that this was a matter over which they 
had no control or discretion and that they were required by the State 
Board of Education to enforce the statutes. The Board has found that 
the Indiana statute in question covers fraternal homes and many other 
institutions and their provisions are enforced in the school units where 
are located other fraternal institutions. 

At the request of the Lafayette schools, the Board has been en- 
deavoring for many months to assist in obtaining transfers in compli- 
ance with this law for the Pythian Home children who were already resi- 
dents of the Home and were attending the Lafayette schools. In some 
instances the transfers were granted without question or delay. In 
others, there has been difficulty in establishing the matter of legal resi- 
dence so as to fix responsibility for the transfers. 

The Board regrets to report that several school corporations have 
flatly refused to comply with the provisions of the state law and have 
displayed an amazing attitude in ignoring correspondence on the subject 
and in failing to act. When the provisions of this statute became known 
to the Board, it was immediately made a condition upon the acceptance of 
any child of school age that proper school transfers accompany the 
child, and since that time there has been little difficulty on this point. 
However, there remains the possibility that some children who have en- 
joyed the advantages of the Pythian Home for nearly three years may 
be yet obliged to retire and return to their former homes unless the 
school authorities in those respective places can be prevailed upon to 
adjust the matter of transfers. The Board is still in correspondence in 
these cases and hopes that satisfactory adjustment can be made without 
penalizing the children through no fault of their own. 


Donations to the Home. 


A great many contributions, including gifts of every description 
have reached the Pythian Home during. the year, for which grateful ac- 
knowledgment is made in behalf of the residents and the management of 
the Home. Every possible precaution is taken to record accurately the 
names and addresses of the donors but a few omissions from the list 
each year appear to be inevitable. It will always be appreciated if at- 
tention is called to an oversight in this so that correction may be made.

Allowances. 


Allowances have been made during the year totaling $4,827.00 for 
the assistance of Pythian Home applicants who could not be accepted 
for actual admission to the Pythian Home, or who were able with a 
small amount of assistance regularly each month to get along without 
entering the Pythian Home. Through the medium of this work 
authorized by the Grand Lodge Convention in 1928, the Pythian Home 
Board has been able to extend moderate assistance to a considerable 
number of applicants in addition to those actually entering the Home. 
These allowances have ranged from $5.00 a month to $12.00 per month, 
except in extreme cases. 

The Board has required the same form of application and has made 
the same investigations as if the applicant were expected to enter the 
Home. In many cases the allowance has been made because there was 
no other choice in view of the urgent need of the applicanh Samael 
crowded condition of the Pythian Home. The Board has rechecked - 
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the circumstances periodically and has discontinued allowances whenever 
it was found that conditions had improved so that allowances were no 
longer needed. In only one instance did later developments prove the 
recipient to be unworthy. Following is the list of allowances granted 
during the fiscal year.

Audit—Costs. 


Under the direction of Grand Trustee Fred E. Swaim, a professional 
accountant, report forms were prepared and have been made out at the 
end of each month by the secretary for each member of the board show- 
ing a comprehensive report of the receipts, expenditures and cost 
under the several classifications for the operation and maintenance of 
the Home for that month. Calculations have been made monthly of the 
cost per day, the cost per resident and the cost per resident per day of 
operating the Home. The Board is pleased to report the per capita cost 
has been reduced during the year from $1.17 per resident per day, when 
the report was made a year ago, to $1.06 per day as of June 30, 19380. 
The Board has effected still further economies in the operation of the 
Home by which it is expecting to reduce the cost to a still lower figure 
during the current year. . : 

All accounts of the secretary, treasurer, and superintendent have 
been audited quarterly by the sub-committee of the Board under direc- 
tion of Brother Swaim. These audits have been detailed and exacting 
and have resulted not only in establishing that the records are correctly 
kept and in proper balance, but they have revealed many things of im- 


portance along financial lines which have had the careful consideration 
of the Board.

Your Board has endeavored to embody in this report a complete and 
detailed account of the year’s activities at the Pythian Home, not only 
as regards finances, but all phases of operating this great benevolent 
enterprise. We urge that the report be read in full by all representa- 


tives and members of the Grand Lodge and that it be considered thought- . 


fully by each. 

We urge further that every member of the Grand Lodge Convention 
inspect the Pythian Home, buildings and grounds closely on the occasion 
of the annual visit on Tuesday afternoon during Grand Lodge; that you 
observe the improvements to the property made during the year; the 
progress made in building up the farm; the upkeep and general appear- 
ance of the buildings, inside and out; the beautification of the grounds 
and the general condition of the Home. 

The Board has at all times striven conscientiously to administer the 
affairs of the Pythian Home with the utmost economy, to make the re- 
sources of the Pythian Home do the greatest good to the greatest num- 
ber of members and lodges, and to safeguard in every way the interests 
of the subordinate lodges and the individual members of this great 
Order, who after all are the real owners of the Pythian Home. The 
Board will welcome comments, suggestions and constructive criticism at 
any and all times. The meetings of the Board are not held behind 
closed doors, and any member of the Order who desires to come before 
the Board at any time is welcome to do so. 

The Board feels that no further expenditures for completing and 
equipping the Pythian Home will be necessary for an indefinite time. 
Some three years have been required to complete some details, especially 
as regards the farm, but with the possible exception with some expense 
in connection with the paving of South Eighteenth street, which will 
probably be in progress by the time of the Grand Lodge visit, no ex- 
penditure of funds need be contemplated during the coming year, save 
for the routine operating expenses of the Home, which the Board will 
endeavor to hold at the lowest possible figure. |

REPORT OF GRAND LODGE COMMITTEE ON FINANCE. 
Indianapolis, August 30, 1930. 


To the Grand Lodge Knights of Pythias, Grand Domain of Indiana: 
Dear Brothers—Your Committee on Finance has completed its an- 
nual audit and examination of the books, records and accounts of Carl 
R. Mitchell, Grand Keeper of Records and Seal; Henry Kammerer, Grand 
Master of Exchequer; John H. Frank, Building Manager; Wm. B. Gray, 
Superintendent of the Pythian Home, and of Carl R. Mitchell and Henry — 
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Kammerer as Secretary and Treasurer respectively of the Indiana 
Pythian Home, an examination which commenced on August 26, 1930, 
and begs to submit its report as follows: 

As to the office of Grand Keeper of Records and Seal, we found all 
books, records and accounts to be in excellent condition, properly and ac- 
curately kept with all moneys received and disbursed accounted for and 
supported by proper vouchers. The records of James R. Carnahan 
Lodge are correct and in balance. We commend Brother Mitchell and his 
office force for their efficient handling of the intricate details of the busi- 
ness affairs of the Grand Lodge and of the Pythian Home. 

As to the office of Grand Master of Exchequer, we found all books 
and accounts to be correctly and efficiently kept and in perfect balance. 
We commend Grand Master of Exchequer Kammerer for his zealous at- 
tention to the financial affairs of the Grand Lodge. ; 

As to the office of Building Manager, we found the books, records 
and accounts of his office to be in perfect order, properly kept and all 
receipts and disbursements properly entered and accounted for. We 
are pleased to note that a reduction of $10,000.00 was made in the first 
mortgage indebtedness of the building during the year, notwithstanding 
a higher percentage of vacancies, due to business depression, and loss 
of tenants to newly completed office buildings. 

We especially commend the Grand Lodge Trustees and Pythian 
Home Board in authorizing a detailed quarterly audit of the accounts 
of the Pythian Building and Pythian Home by a sub-committee of each 
Board, headed by Grand Trustee Swaim. We feel that this close touch 
with the financial affairs of both properties has been invaluable to the 
governing boards throughout the year and we earnestly recommend that 
this pratice be continued. 

We have also examined the financial transactions of Wm. B. Gray, 
Superintendent of the Pythian Home, including funds coming into his 
hands from miscellaneous sources, all of which has been remitted 
promptly to the Grand Lodge office, and in the handling of the payroll 
for the employees of the Pythian Home and the Revolving Fund. All 
records were correctly kept and in balance. 

Your Committee further reports that under the authority of Section 
99A of the Grand Lodge Statutes, which was enacted at the Grand 
Lodge Convention on October 2nd, 1929, a careful examination was made 
into the financial dealings between the subordinate lodges and the Grand 
Lodge. The results and findings of this examination have been embodied 
in a special report to the Grand Chancellor and Grand Keeper of Records 
and Seal, a copy of which has been submitted for publication in the ad- 
vance report.

Special Report of Grand Chancellor 


Swayzee, September 5, 1930. 


To the Grand Lodge Knights of Pythias, Grand Domain of Indiana: 


Whereas, the Finance Committee has concluded its annual audit of the 
accounts and records of the offices of the Grand Lodge, and the financial 
transactions of said Grand Lodge with the several subordinate lodges, their 
reports and relations, and reported their findings to me by special report. 

(Section 251 of the Supreme Lodge Statutes defines the method of legally suspending a member 
for non-payment of dues and Section 99A of the Grand Lodge Statutes defines the duties of the 
Finance Committee with reference to financial transactions between subordinate lodges and the 
Grand Lodge.) 

Whereas, said Finance Committee has jurisdiction in said subject matter 
covered in said report, and 

Whereas, said Committee finds that certain subordinate lodges by reason 
of delay or delinquency in connection with the filing of semi-annual reports 
and the payment of per capita tax, have incurred penalties, and 

Whereas, said Committee recommends and decrees that such penalties be 
charged against and collected from such subordinate lodges, and 

Whereas, said Committee finds that certain subordinate lodges have not 
complied with the provisions of Section 251 of the Supreme Statutes and hence 
have illegally suspended certain of their members, and 

Whereas, said Committee recommends and decrees that such members 
so improperly and illegally suspended be restored to membership, that the 
records of said several subordinate lodges, and the records of the Grand Lodge 
be corrected accordingly, and that the per capita tax on said memkers be paid 
to the Grand Lodge, by said several subordinate lodges as other per capita 
tax is charged and collected, 

Whereupon, I now hereby notify all lodges in said report named, that 
said report and the matters and findings therein contained will come up for 
hearing and final approval at the coming session of the Grand Lodge on October 
8, 1930, unless their reports are corrected according thereto. 

Now therefore, I submit and report all matters and things therein con- 
tained to you for your approval and all other proper action thereto pertaining.

Special Report and Findings of Grand Lodge Committee on Finance. 


Indianapolis, August 30, 19380. 
Charles S. Loy, Grand Chancellor, 

Carl R. Mitchell, Grand Keeper of Records and Seal, 

Grand Lodge Knights of Pythias, Grand Domain of Indiana: 

Dear Brothers—Your Committee on Finance, having made a careful 
examination as of August 26, 1930, of the financial dealings of the subordinate 
lodges and the Grand Lodge under the authority of Section 99A of the Grand 
Lodge Statutes, herewith submits to you its report and findings. 

Your Committee finds that the prevailing custom in this Grand Lodge 
of carrying open accounts with the subordinate lodges under which supplies 
ordered by the lodges are shipped upon receipt of the order, invoice being sent 
to the lodge, is resulting in much unnecessary slowness and carelessness on 
the part of subordinate lodges in settling their accounts with the Grand Lodge. 
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The amount shown as due from subordinate lodges at the end of the fiscal year 
is larger than in any previous year and the amount has been increasing from 
year to year. 

We recognize that this method of dealing with subordinate lodges is a 
matter of convenience to them and we would be reluctant to advocate an 
abrupt change from this system to that of requiring cash with the order before 
any supplies can be shipped. But we do feel that unless it can in some manner 
be made clear to the subordinate lodges that the invoices from the Grand 
Lodge must have prompt and businesslike attention, it will sooner or later 
become necessary to go on the cash basis. The statutes of the Grand Lodge 
require the Grand Lodge officers to procure a schedule bond each year pro- 
tecting the subordinate lodges in lieu of the old system of personal bonds. 
The annual premium on these bonds is charged to each subordinate lodge and 
we find that a great many lodges are very slow about remitting these small 
amounts of annual premium each year. 

We recommend that these matters be called to the attention of the 
subordinate lodges either through action of the Grand Lodge or a communica- 
tion from the Grand Lodge officers and that if no improvement is noted within 
the coming year that the matter be given proper attention at the Grand Lodge 
Convention in 1931. 

The audit just completed is the first to be conducted since the enactment 
of the statute mentioned. Under the authority of this law, your Committee 
has checked the financial dealings of the Grand Lodge with the subordinate 
lodges much more closely than has been customary-in other years. This 
examination shows that a number of lodges are delinquent as to semi-annual 
report and per capita tax for the term ending June 30, 1930, and that some lodges 
are delinquent for one or more terms prior to 1930, and that many other lodges 
have been late from one to twenty-six days in forwarding their reports and 
tax and in consequence are subject to penalty as provided in other sections of 
the Grand Lodge Statutes. 

We are informed by the Grand Keeper of Records and Seal that these are 
not new conditions and that they have existed in former years and that they 
present problems with which various administrations in the past have wrestled 
without arriving at a satisfactory solution. It is the belief of your Committee 
that much of this delay is due to inexcusable carelessness or tardiness on the 
part of subordinate lodge officers. We commend the Grand Keeper of Records 
and Seal and other officers of the Grand Lodge in their efforts to show con- 
sideration to the lodges in past efforts to deal with these conditions but in view 
of the fact that these conditions are becoming worse each term rather than 
better, we are of the belief that these efforts to show consideration have not 
been appreciated in the subordinate lodges and that a different and better 
method of handling the problem must be arranged. 

We therefore consider it the duty of this Committee to submit to you in 
detail, the findings of the Committee as regards delayed and delinquent 
reports and per capita tax remittances and we attach herewith such a report. 
for the term ending June 30, 1930. Some of the lodges delinquent at this time 
were also delinquent last December, but we are pleased to note that some lodges 
which were delinquent at that time, have made their report and paid their 
tax promptly for this term. We believe this to be due to the increased interest 
in subordinate lodge activity occasioned by the strenuous efforts exerted by 
the officers of the Grand Lodge during the past year.

Under the provisions of Sections 124 and 125 of the Grand Lodge Statutes, 
your Committee can not do otherwise than return a finding that the lodges 
which were late in filing’ their reports and per capita tax are chargeable with 
the penalties as set out in the foregoing report and that the lodges which are 
still delinquent, are subject to the penalties provided in said section. It is 
therefore the finding of this Committee that these penalties as above set out, 
be charged against the respective lodges and that steps be taken to collect the 
same. 

We recommend that the Grand Lodge officers, District Deputies and other 
interested members, make every possible effort to obtain the delinquent 
reports and per capita tax as above set out and that if all reasonable efforts 
to correct such delinquencies shall fail, that the Grand Chancellor and Grand 
Keeper of Records and Seal proceed to take up the charters, settle up the 
affairs and conserve the property of such delinquent lodges in accordance 
with the statutes of the Order. . 

We further respectfully report to you that in examining the semi-annual 
reports from the subordinate lodges and checking their remittances for per 
capita tax, we find that a large number of the lodges have set out in their 
reports for the two terms comprising this Grand Lodge year, deductions in 
membership because of suspensions for non-payment of dues, when the facts 
indicate that the members so deducted were not given proper notice by the 
Master of Finance of their approaching liability to suspension or that copies 
of the notices were not sent to the Grand Lodge office as provided by statute 
or that members were suspended prematurely in that the period of fifteen 
months from the date to which they were paid had not elapsed. 
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We call to your attention, Section 251 of the Supreme Statutes which has 
been in effect since October 15th, 1926, and which reads as follows: 


_ Section 251. When a member shall be in arrears for dues, fines and assessments equal to the 
amount of one year’s dues, the master of finance of his lodge shall so notify him by mail, addressed to 
his last known address as shown by the books of the lodge, and that unless such dues, fines and 
assessments are paid within thirty days from such date, he will be thereby liable to suspension from 
the lodge and the Order, provided, that no member shall be suspended until fifteen months have 
elapsed from the date to which said member was paid. Such notice shall state the amount of the 
member’s indebtedness to the lodge and shall be signed by the Chancellor Commander and Master 
of Finance of the lodge. Copy of said notice shall be mailed to the office of the Grand Keeper of 
Records and Seal on the same date as the original notice is mailed. At the end of such fifteen months 
period, if the member is still in arrears for dues, fines and assessments equal to the amount of one 
year’s dues, the Chancellor Commander shall declare the member subject to suspension, and shall 
place the matter of his suspension before the lodge for action. If a majority of the members present 
and voting shall vote for the suspension of the member, the Chancellor Commander shall so announce 
and the member shall stand suspended; provided, further, that nothing in this section shall be con- 
strued as compelling any lodge to suspend any member for non-payment of dues. 


It is the belief of your committee that many men have been suspended by 
the several subordinate lodges without due notice having been given these 
members that their dues were in arrears to an extent which rendered them 
liable to suspension. The action of any lodge in suspending or attempting 
to suspend members without proper notice or without complying with the other 
provisions of Section 251, would be clearly illegal. Your committee finds 
that a great many lodges have failed to observe one or more of the provisions 
of this section as shown by the detailed list which we submit herewith. 

In the following report, we have listed against the names of the several 
lodges, the number of deductions entered on account of suspension for non- 
payment of dues, where the records do not show that the required thirty 
day notice was sent to the member prior to his suspension or where the notice 
was sent less than thirty days prior to the suspension or where the member 
was entered as having been suspended when less than fifteen months had 
elapsed or where the report from the lodge was incomplete as to the names or 
amounts or dates for the deductions made. Your Committee must necessarily 
take the position that where no duplicate notices have been received at the 
Grand Lodge office, the member listed as having been suspended for non- 
payment was not legally notified inasmuch as Section 251 of the Supreme 
Statutes makes the sending of the duplicate notice to the Grand Lodge office, 
as much a part of the notification of the member, as the original notice which 
goes to him. We likewise list the name of each lodge, the amount of per 
capita tax charged against the lodge for the one or two terms as the case may 
be on the number of illegal suspensions as shown in the list.

Chapter C 
ARTIC T, 
Creation and Purposes 


Sec. 1. There is hereby organized and established a Pythian Foun- 
dation for the purpose of creating a Permanent Trust Fund for the 
Grand Lodge Knights of Pythias of Indiana by interesting and encour- 
aging members and lodges of said Order, its auxiliaries and friends, 
by gifts, bequests, transfers and conveyances of moneys, property and 
other things of value. 

And by establishing and operating a special lodge, and by such 
other proper methods incident thereto, to promote and perpetuate the 
work of charity and benevolence at the Indiana Pythian Home and to 
strengthen the Order Knights of Pythias of the Domain. of Indiana. 


Management. 


Sec. 2. The Pythian Foundation shall be managed and operated 
and its affairs administered by a board of five Governors, who shall be 
members in good standing of this Grand Lodge. 
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They shall be elected by the Grand Lodge for the term of five Grand 
Lodge years from and after the date of their election. 

Provided, that immediately after the passage of this statute the 
Grand Chancellor shall appoint a Board of Governors of five members 
of this Grand Lodge to hold office for the terms of 5, 4, 3, 2 and 1 years, 
respectively. 

Annually thereafter one Governor shall be elected as Grand Lodge 
officers are elected for a term of five years. 

Any vacancy in the office of Governor shall be filled by appoint- 
ment by the Grand Chancellor, who shall serve until the next conven- 
tion of the Grand Lodge, when such vacancy shall be filled by election 
for the unexpired term. 


Organization. 


Sec. 3. Said Board of Governors shall organize and elect one of 
their number as President, one as Secretary and one as Treasurer, and 
otherwise perfect their organization as hereinafter provided to carry 
into execution the purposes of the Pythian Foundation, and are hereby 
invested with full power and authority to do and perform all things 
necessary to carry out the object of the Pythian Foundation. 

Said Board of Governors shall serve without compensation.

Provided, however, that all actual necessary expenses and bonds and 
other expenses of said Board incurred as such officers shall be paid out 
of the Foundation Fund. . 


Powers and Duties. 


Sec. 4. The Board of Governors of said Foundation shall have 
the following powers and duties: 


To make and adopt rules and regulations to govern their proceed- 
ings; to provide for meetings of said Board of Governors, who shall 
hold at least two meetings annually; to keep proper records and books 
of accounts and to provide for the proper auditing thereof; to engage 
and employ necessary clerical help and officers necessary to carry into 
effect the purposes of said Pythian. Foundation and fix their compen- 
sation; to secure and make provision for the bonding of such assistants 
and officers having custody of funds; to designate depositaries of the

Said Board of Governors shall make rules and regulations 
for the acceptance or rejection of gifts, bequests, transfers and convey- 
ances, and may reject or accept any condition therein, and provide for 
et proper handling and investment of such funds, property or things 
of value 


Foundation Manager. 


Sec. 7. Said Board of Governors may engage a competent Foun- 
dation Manager, whose duties shall be the management and direction 
of an active campaign to create, develop and maintain such Permanent 
Trust Fund, and to establish and operate the Special Lodge therefor. 

Said Foundation Manager shall have general charge of said 
campaign under the supervision of said Board and carry into execu- 
tion the orders of said Board. 

He shall actively promote the welfare of said Pythian Foundation 
by proper solicitation of gifts, bequests, transfers and conveyances from 
members of the Order, lodges thereof and its auxiliaries, any friends 
thereof and by the organization and operation of a special lodge as 
hereinafter provided. 


Other Property. 


Sec. 8. Property other than money may be accepted, and shall be 
managed, handled and used in such manner as the Board of Governors 
shall determine for the best interest of said Pythian Foundation, and 
may be sold, conveyed, transferred, assigned and converted into cash as 


they may deem for the welfare of said Pythian Foundation, as other. 


property is sold by said Grand Lodge Knights of Pythias. 


Reports. 


Sec. 9. -The Board of Governors shall make annual reports to the 
Grand Lodge of its doings, the amount of gross receipts, their alloca- 
tion and expenses incurred, the income from such funds and such 
recommendations for the betterment of said Pythian Foundation, as 
they may deem advisable. 


Funds. 


Sec. 10. All funds obtained by said Board of Governors for. said 
Pythian Foundation shall be maintained and carried in three separate 
accounts and funds. 

First: The principal of said Permanent Trust Fund shall be 
invested by the Board of Governors in a safe income producing manner, 
and all evidences thereof shall be in the custody of said Board of 
Governors, all moneys must be deposited in designated, insured, super- 
vised depositaries. 

Second: The income from said Permanent Trust Fund, and all 
dues collected from Foundation memberships for the use and benefit of 
the Indiana Pythian Home shall be paid by the Board of Governors semi- 
annually to the Board of Directors of said Indiana Pythian Home for 
and into the General Fund thereof.

Sec. 11. _The Foundation Manager may appoint soliciting officers, 
agents, and helpers, and all Deputy Grand Chancellors are by virtue of 
their commissions made soliciting officers and agents he said Pythian 
Beeneotion. 
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Subordinate Officers and Members. 


Sec. 12. All subordinate lodge officers and members are expected 
to aid in the enlargement of said Permanent Trust Fund and to co-oper- 
ate in the organization of said Endowment Lodge. 


ARTICLE IT. 


Endowment Lodge. 


Sec. 1. The Board of Governors shall provide for the organization 
of a Special Lodge to be known and named as Endowment Lodge, the 
purpose of which shall be the perpetuation of the Indiana Pythian Home, 
and retaining certain of the members of the Order in good standing and 
fellowship. 

Sec. 2. There shall be no stated meetings of said lodge, nor any 
financial benefits to any of the members thereof. 


Officers. 


Sec. 8. The Grand Chancellor shall perform the duties of Chan- 
cellor Commander of said Special Lodge.

- one-half payable in advance each July 1st and January ist following 
election to membership. 


Certificate of Membership. 


Sec. 7. Every member of the Endowment Lodge shall receive, 
upon his election, a certificate of membership and upon the payment of his 
dues an official receipt which shall entitle him to receive the password 
and proper recognition in all subordinate lodges. 


Members of Endowment Lodge. 


Sec. 8. The following Pythians may become members of the En- 
dowment Lodge: 

(A) Any member of any Subordinate Lodge Knights of Pythias in 
the Supreme Domain, resident in Indiana, may become a member of the 
Endowment Lodge as a dual member of the Order. 

(B) Any member in good standing of any subordinate lodge in In-

Sec. 9. He shall apply for membership upon a special membership 
blank. with the recommendation of two members of the Order in good 
standing, and satisfy said Board of Governors of the Pythian Foundation 
that he is worthy to become a member of the Endowment Lodge. He 
shall accompany his application with membership fee of Five Dollars 
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and an agreement to pay the Grand Lodge Knights of Pythias of the 
Grand Domain of Indiana for the Pythian Foundation annual dues of 
Four Dollars, one-half payable each July Ist and January 1st thereafter, 
in advance.

Dear Brother Mitchell—In November, 1928, a proposition was of- 
fered to consolidate the two iodges, Dioscuri Lodge No. 47 and Corner- 
stone Lodge No. 526 in Vincennes. 

This was accomplished early in January, 1929, and on the 17th day 
of January, the new lodge, known as Vincennes Lodge No. 47, held its 
first meeting under the authority of a warrant. We are still working 
under this warrant and now ask you to exchange this for a charter.

FIRST DAY—AFTERNOON 


The officers and members of the Grand Lodge assembled at 
12:45 o’clock Tuesday afternoon in Pennsylvania St., oppo- 
site the Indiana Pythian Building. A parade was formed 
under direction of Grand Marshal Frank Shellhouse, and the 
Grand Lodge marched north in Pennsylvania St. toward the 
open plaza of the Indiana World War Memorial. -The column 
of more than five hundred men was headed by the Indianap- 
olis News Newsboys’ Band, Brig.-Gen. Levi Hooker and his 
staff, and Success Company No. 76 of Seymour of the Uni- 
form Rank. 

A brief, impressive ceremony was conducted at the Memo- 
rial. A beautiful floral wreath was placed on the altar as 
Grand Chancellor Charles S. Loy uttered these words: ‘With 


confidence in the love of God, with faith that in death a true | 


Knight is advanced to a nobler rank, we are assembled here 
to do honor to our deceased Pythian brothers of the World 
War and other wars of our nation. We place this wreath as 
a token in remembrance of the broken ties of Pythian friend- 
ship upon this altar of fraternity.” Prayer was offered by 
Chaplain Archibald M. Hall. 

Still headed by the Newsboys’ Band and the Uniform Rank, 
the Grand Lodge marched down Meridian St. to the Union 
Station and then entrained for Lafayette. A parade through 
the streets of Lafayette had been planned, likewise an open 


air memorial service at the base of the Carnahan Memorial . 


Flag Pole on the Pythian Home grounds, but an incessant rain 
which began shortly before the special train reached Lafayette 
forced abandonment of this plan.

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Whereas, Your committee recognizes that the conditions arising 
from such non-observance of the statutes are of grave importance to the 
future welfare of the Order; and, 

Whereas, It is the belief of your committee that a major portion ,of 
the conditions set out in the special report are not due to intentional 
violation of the Statutes of the Order, but to carelessness on the part 
of subordinate lodge officers in failing to properly familiarize them- 
selves with the provisions of the statutes on these subjects; and, 

Whereas, It is the belief of your committee that the officers of the 
Grand Lodge in their efforts to show consideration to the subordinate 
lodges, have contributed unwittingly perhaps toward creating the pres- 
ent unsatisfactory conditions; and, 

Whereas, Your committee feels that to require a strict technical 
enforcement of the statutes in this instance by requiring the lodges to 
pay the amounts of per capita tax as specified in the special report, 
would entail hardships, financial and otherwise, which the lodges are in 
no position to assume, especially under present economic conditions; and, 

Whereas, It is the belief of the committee that the attention of the 
members of this Grand Lodge and of the subordinate lodges will have 
been drawn to these matters through the publication and consideration 
of this special report to such an extent that all concerned can and will 
immediately familiarize themselves with these provisions of law so as 
to remove all possbility of a recurrence of these conditions in the future.

Resolved, That we heartily commend the thorough and conscientious 
work of the Finance.-Committee in their audit of the records and their 
frank disclosure of censurable conditions.

We believe in “FRIENDSHIP, CHARITY and BENEVOLENCE”; 
therefore, we have our beautiful ritualistic work built around our motto,

We have visiting squads to pep up dormant lodges and furnish 
Page and Knight Rank teams to lodges on request.

To the Officers and Members of the Grand Lodge Knights of Pythias of 
Indiana: , 
Brothers—The Committee on Insurance of this Grand Lodge present 

the following report for consideration: 

At the meeting of the Supreme Lodge Knights of Pythias, held in 
Tampa, Florida, August 11th to 16th, 1930, action was taken by that 
body separating the fraternal activities from the insurance activities 
of the Order, and the insurance activities, by the direction of the Su- 
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preme Lodge, were reorganized and chartered by a special act of Con- 
gress as a mutual legal reserve life insurance company, under the name 
of the United Mutual Life Insurance Company. 

The word “United” is only aname. It has no significance other than 
a name and does not mean that our Insurance Department was united 
with any other body of any kind. 

The United Mutual Life Insurance Company is now a mutual life 
insurance company. There is no stock and any profits that may be ac- 
crued in the operation of the company belong to the members of the 
company, which means those who are already insured and those who will 
be in the future insured. The surplus is handled in exactly the same 
way as heretofore. 

In the separation the Supreme Lodge demanded, and it is agreed 
to by the company, that every contract known as certificate now held 
by former members of the Insurance Department Knights of Pythias 
shall be carried out in every detail in accordance with the laws of the 
Supreme Lodge Knights of Pythias in force at the time of the separa- 
tion. As a matter of course, that offensive clause, which is in all out- 
standing contracts, providing that a special assessment might be made 
at any time, is removed, and the laws governing mutual life insurance 
companies prohibit any special assessments. 

In fact, the action of the Supreme Lodge was entirely in favor of 
the insured member. ,The Supreme Lodge had caused the issuance of 
life certificates and was thereby obligated to see that the contracts 
were fully carried out in order that the benefits promised to the member 
for his dependents would be paid when it matured, and that he should 
have the insurance at the lowest possible cost of operation. For this 
reason it became absolutely necessary to make this change because the 
members of the Insurance Department were growing old, age naturally 
causing an increased number of deaths. 

It had reached a place where the actuaries called attention of the 
Board of Control to the fact that we would in the future need a very 
large increase in freshly insured lives of younger risks in order that 
the rate of mortality could be greatly decreased; otherwise all waived 
payments must cease, thereby increasing the cost of the insurance to 
those insured. 

Without waiting for this condition to be reached the Board of Con- 
trol presented the conditions to the Supreme Lodge, and the action re- 
ferred to was taken. 

Today the United Mutual Life Insurance Company has more than 
$115,000,000 of life insurance outstanding upon the lives of its mem- 
bers. It has a full legal reserve as required by law. At this time it is 
112% solvent. Its assets amount to more than $24,000,000, all of which 
is invested in municipal bonds, except the office building it occupies, and 
the office equipment, which amounts to less than $350,000. 

Since the year 1907 it has not only carried on its business and paid 
all of its death losses, but it has also paid to its insured members more 
than $6,500,000 in dividends (waived payments). This work will be 
carried on in accordance with the agreement of the Supreme Lodge, 
and the word of the Order, through its Supreme Lodge, given in its 
promises to men who became insured, will be kept. 

As you all know, the soliciting for new members of the Insurance 
Department was confined to the members of the Supreme Lodge Knights 
of Pythias. The increased membership of the subordinate lodges has 
not been sufficient for several years to make a field large enough to 
secure the amount of new insurance that is absolutely necessary to prop- 
erly conduct the insurance operations. 

At this time it is not necessary for any man to belong to the Order 
Knights of Pythias to maintain his insurance, nor is it necessary for 
any new member of the United Mutual Life Insurance Company to be- 
long to the Order Knights of Pythias.

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We have investigated at the Home Office of the Company and we find 
that there has been very little correspondence from the membership 
regarding this matter, and that in every case where the inquiry was 
made the member has been told the facts, but has also been solicited 
to maintain his membership in the Order Knights of Pythias. 

The fact that we have only been able to secure 10% of the mem- 
bership of the Order in the Insurance Department is not indicative of 
great interest in the Insurance Department by the Order. When we stop 
to think that we are obliged to cover all of the United States, which 
has three million square miles and more than a million square miles in 
Canada, in order that we might even solicit members of the Order 
Knights of Pythias, which has at this time about 622,000 members, and 
when we again consider the matter and think of the little state of 
Rhode Island, which has only 1,250 square miles and has more people 
within its borders, which an old line insurance company can solicit, than 
we have in more than four million square miles, you can readily under- 
meus the difficulty under which our former Insurance Department la-
